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SELECTMEN’S  REPORT 

During  the  past  calendar  year  of  1992  the  Board  has  seen  requests  for  affordable  housing,  being 
Windsor  Village  and  Centre  Place,  and  the  Board  has  aquainted  itself  with  the  rules,  regulations  and  statutes 
created  by  the  Massachusetts  General  Legislature  on  this  matter,  in  conjunction  with  the  Planning  Board.  The 
Board  dealt  with  a  CMR  by  the  State  Fire  Marshall’s  Office  dealing  with  storage  of  flammable  fluids,  and  the 
licensing  of  said  properties,  and  starting  with  a  list  of  54  properties,  all  have  been  resolved  except  for  the  last  4 
which  should  be  resolved  within  this  coming  year.  The  resolve  of  the  50  properties  was  verification  of 
hearings  for  licensing  and  certificates  of  storage.  The  Board  dealt  with  the  transfer  of  the  Social  Day  Care  of 
the  Council  on  Aging  from  Middleborough  Elderly  Services,  Inc.  to  the  Town,  not  without  some  discussion, 
but  with  an  amicable  resolve.  The  Board  dealt  with  a  default  of  our  contract  with  SEM  ASS,  and  entered  into 
a  side  agreement  to  limit  this  from  occurring  in  the  future.  Also,  in  the  process,  the  Board  has  increased  its 
working  relationship  with  the  SEMASS  operation.  The  Board  signed  a  Septic  Agreement  with  the  Town  of 
Lakeville  for  disposal  of  septic  at  the  Middleborough  Wastewater  Treatment  Plant.  This  occurred  when 
Lakeville  was  required  by  State  D.E.P.  to  close  its  lagoons.  Actively,  we  are  involved  in  a  Landfill  Closure 
Plan  and  new  cell  opening  to  continue  the  landfill  in  the  Town  of  Middleborough  with  the  technology  of  the 
21st  century.  The  permanent  Recycling  Center  was  established  at  the  Brook  Street  Landfill  and  showed  an 
active  involment  of  Town  residents.  The  Board  was  somewhat  occupied  with  a  recall  attempt  to  remove 
three  member  after  an  unfavorable  decision  by  the  Board  not  to  support  Conservation  Commission 
appointments  of  the  Town  Manager.  The  recall  attempt  was  not  successful.  The  Board  dealt  with  the 
Assowompsett  Pond  M.O.U.  Agreement  to  involve  the  towns  of  Middleborough,  Lakeville,  Rochester  and 
Freetown,  and  the  cities  of  New  Bedford  and  Taunton,  in  an  agreement  to  protect  the  waters  of  the 
Assawompsett  Pond  Complex.  To  date,  the  cities  of  New  Bedford  and  Taunton  have  withdrawn  from  this, 
and  the  town  of  Lakeville  is  still  considering  its  position.  The  Board,  in  conjunction  with  the  Housing 
Authority,  jointly  sponsored  an  Open  Meeting  Law  Seminar  for  Town  officials  and  residents  as  to  the 
requirements  of  public  meetings.  The  Board  worked  on,  and  implemented,  some  regulations  for  rent  control 
in  the  town  of  Middleborough  for  trailer  parks.  During  this  year  quarterly  meetings  of  Town  boards  were 
started.  Self-insurance  of  workmen’s  compensation  by  the  Town  was  activated.  1992  brought  the  retirement 
of  a  long-term  employee,  Stuart  T.  Peak,  Jr.,  Water  Superintendent.  Stuart  will  be  missed,  but  still  plays  an 
active  role  in  water  issues  in  the  community.  The  Board  saw  the  dedication  of  the  new  Public  Library 
expansion  and  renovations.  The  Board  worked  on  trash  collection  regulations  and  the  Earth  Removal 
By-law  re-write  that  was  approved  by  Town  Meeting.  A  Water  Rate  Study  review  was  instituted.  A  Small 
Cities  Grant  application  for  downtown  revitalization  was  submitted  and  the  Town  Meeting  approved  the 
acquisition,  by  donation,  of  the  present  Plymouth  Savings  Bank  at  the  comer  of  Main  and  Centre  Streets  to 
initially  be  used  for  the  Town  Treasurer/Collector  and  Town  Clerk/ Accountant  offices,  with  the  second 
floor  being  eyed  for  future  movement  of  Town  offices.  The  third  floor  may  be  used  for  future  potential  rental. 
The  Board  wishes  to  thank  the  other  Boards,  Commisions  and  committees  that  worked  with  us  during  the 
course  of  this  year  to  accomplish  our  goals  and  objectives  for  the  betterment  of  the  Town  of  Middleborough, 
and  to  the  residents,  who  participated  through  the  meeting  and  public  hearing  process.  Although  some  went 
away  dissatisfied  because  their  position  did  not  prevail,  we  request  that  they  still  show  the  interest  that  they 
showed  throughout  the  year  because  on  the  next  issue,  their  position  may  be  the  prevailing  decision.  In 
closing,  we  thank  the  Town  for  its  support  and  confidence  in  this  Board.

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  you  are  hereby  required 
to  notify  and  warn  all  the  inhabitants  of  said  Town,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  affairs, 
to  meet  in  the  Middleborough  High  School,  Wayne  M.  Caron  Auditorium,  on 
Monday,  April  27,  1992,  at  7:30  P.M.,  to  act  on  the  following  articles: 

ARTICLE  1 :  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  that  for  purposes  of  this  town  meeting  any 
motion  or  all  motions  to  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  by  taxation  or  available  funds 
in  the  Treasury  for  a  particular  item  or  purpose  in  excess  of  the  amount 
recommended  for  such  item  or  purpose  by  the  Finance  Committee  shall  be 
prohibited  and  not  recognized  by  the  Moderator  unless  the  motion  also  contains 
provisions  to  reduce  or  limit  any  appropriation  of  a  sum  of  money  by  taxation  or 
available  funds  in  the  Treasury  with  respect  to  one  or  more  other  items  or  purposes 
under  any  article  or  articles  of  the  warrant  in  an  amount  sufficiently  lower  than  the 
amount  recommended  by  the  Finance  Committee  for  such  other  item  or  purpose  so 
that  the  difference  between  the  amount  recommended  by  the  Finance  Committee 
and  the  lesser  amount  for  such  other  item  or  purpose  shall  be  equal  to  or  greater  than 
said  excess,  or  act  anything  thereon. 

ARTICLE  2:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money 
by  taxation  or  from  available  funds  in  the  treasury  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the 
Town  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  on  July  1,  1992  relating  to  all  or  any  of  its 
officers,  boards  or  departments  and  for  all  purposes  authorized  by  law,  to  vote  to  fix 
the  salary  and  compensation  of  all  elected  officers,  and  to  act  anything  thereon.

ARTICLE  5:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  by  taxation  or 
available  funds  in  the  Treasury  a  sum  of  money  to  pay  unpaid  bills  from  previous 
years,  or  act  anything  thereon. 
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ARTICLE  6;  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  and  direct  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  petition  the  General  Court  for  special  legislation  to  authorize  the

ARTICLE  7:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money 
and  choose  a  Town  Director  for  one  year,  all  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Sections  40  through  45  of  Chapter  1 28  of  the  General  Laws,  said  sum  to  be  placed  in 
a  “County  Extension  Town  Account”,  so-called,  and  expended  by  or  at  the 
direction  of  the  Plymouth  County  Trustees  for  County  Aid  to  Agriculture,  or  take 
any  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  8:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  an  Equal  Educational 
Opportunity  Grant  for  Fiscal  Year  1993,  under  the  provisions  of  G.L.  Chapter  70A, 
Section  5,  as  inserted  by  Chapter  188  of  the  Acts  of  1985.  Said  grant  shall  be 
expended  by  the  School  Committee  for  direct  services  expenditures,  or  act  anything 
thereon. 

ARTICLE  9:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  an  Equal  Education 
Opportunity  Grant  for  Fiscal  Year  1993,  under  provisions  of  G.L.  Chapter  70A, 
Section  5,  as  inserted  by  Chapter  1 88  of  the  Acts  of  1 985.  Said  grant  to  be  expended 
by  the  Bristol-Plymouth  Regional  Vocational  Technical  School  District  School 
Committee,  or  act  anything  thereon. 

ARTICLE  10:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $374,999.00 
from  available  funds  under  Chapter  33,  Acts  of  1 99 1 ,  as  the  State’s  share  of  the  cost 
of  work  under  Chapter  90,  Section  34  (2a)  of  the  General  Laws,  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  11:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  provisions  of 
Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  40,  Section  22F,  which  permits  the  Town  to 
set  certain  fees  and  charges  and,  if  those  fees  and  charges  are  currently  established  by 
statute,  to  increase  them  beyond  the  statutory  level,  or  act  anything  thereon. 

ARTICLE  12:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  following  resolution: 
RESOLVED:  That  the  Town  of  Middleborough  call  upon  the  Legislature  to 
annually  appropriate  and  fully  distribute  the  legally  required  1 5%  of  gas  tax  receipts 
to  cities  and  towns,  for  the  construction,  maintenance  and  policing  of  local  roads,  or 
act  anything  thereon. 

ARTICLE  13:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  following  zoning  by-law: 

To  restrict  the  distance  between  stores  selling  alcoholic  beverages  for  off- 
premise  consumption  to  no  less  than  1,000  yards  between  them.  This  would 
grandfather  all  existing  locations  in  Town,  and  would  apply  only  to  the  transfer  of 
any  existing  or  new  licenses.  (By  Petition). 

ARTICLE  14:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  by-laws  of  the  Town  of 
Middleborough  by  adding  the  following  new  by-law: 
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ALARM  SYSTEM  BY-LAW 


(A)  PURPOSE: 

False  Alarms  have  a  deleterious  effect  on  the  local  law  enforcement  effort. 
They  are  costly  and  disruptive.  Costly  in  the  sense  of  the  deployment  of  our  people 
to  non-bona  fide  calls;  detrimental  by  subjecting  our  personnel  and  equipment  to 
injury  or  other  negative  impacts  when  responding.  They  cause  a  drain  on  the 
allocation  of  personnel  to  designated  areas  by  leaving  certain  other  areas  of  the 
Town  vulnerable.  This  is  a  situation  that  must  be  met,  modified  and  dealt  with  in  a 
manner  consistent  with  the  efficient  and  effective  running  of  the  Middleborough 
Police  Department  by  specific  means  as  set  forth  herein. 

(B)  DEFINITIONS: 

As  used  in  this  by-law,  the  following  terms  shall  have  the  meanings  indicated: 

Alarm  System:  An  assembly  of  equipment  and  devices  or  a  single  device 
such  as  a  solid  state  unit,  arranged  to  signal  the  presence  of  a  hazard  requiring  urgent 
attention  to  which  police  are  expected  to  respond.  Fire  Alarm  Systems  and  Alarm 
Systems  which  monitor  temperature,  smoke,  humidity,  or  any  other  condition  not 
directly  related  to  the  detection  of  an  unauthorized  intrusion  into  a  premise  or  an 
attempted  robbery  at  a  premise,  are  specifically  excluded  from  the  provisions  of  the 
by-law,  unless  monitored  by  the  Department.  Provisions  of  Section  C  of  the  by-law 
shall  apply  to  all  users. 

False  Alarms:  (A)  The  activation  of  an  alarm  system  through  mechanical 
failure,  malfunction,  proper  installation,  or  negligence  of  the  user  of  an  alarm  system 
or  his  employees  or  agents:  (B)  Any  signal  or  automatic  dialing  device  transmitted  to 
the  Middleborough  Police  Department  requesting  or  requiring,  or  resulting  in  a 
response  on  the  part  of  the  Middleborough  Police  Department,  when  in  fact,  there 
has  been  no  unauthorized  intrusion,  robbery  or  burglary,  or  attempted  threat.  For 
the  purpose  of  this  definition,  activation  of  alarm  systems  by  acts  of  nature, 
including  but  not  limited  to:  power  outages,  hurricanes,  tornadoes,  earthquakes  and 
similar  weather  or  atmospheric  disturbances  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  a  false  alarm. 

Automatic  Dialing  Device:  An  alarm  system  which  automatically  sends, 
over  regular  telephone  lines,  by  direct  connection  or  otherwise,  a  prerecorded  voice 
or  coded  signal,  indicating  the  existence  of  the  emergency  situation  that  the  alarm 
system  is  designated  to  detect. 

*  +* 

(C)  CONTROL  AND  CURTAILMENT  OF  SIGNALS  EMITTED  BY 
ALARM  SYSTEMS: 

1:  All  alarms  must  be  authorized  by  the  Chief  of  Police  prior  to  being 
connected  to  the  Middleborough  Police  Department. 

2:  Every  alarm  user  shall  submit,  to  the  Police  Chief,  the  names  and 
telephone  numbers  of  at  least  two  other  persons,  in  addition  to  the  user,  who  are 
authorized  to  respond,  after  notification  by  the  Police  Department  to  an  emergency 
signal  transmitted  by  an  alarm  system,  and  who  can  open  the  premises  wherein  the 
alarm  system  is  installed.  It  shall  be  incumbant  upon  the  owner  of  said  premise  to 
immediately  notify  the  Middleborough  Police  Department  of  any  changes  in  the  list 
of  authorized  employees  or  other  persons  to  respond  to  alarms. 
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3:  All  alarm  systems  installed  after  the  effective  date  of  this  by-law  which  use 
an  audible  horn  or  bell,  shall  be  equipped  with  a  device  that  will  shut  off  such  bell  or 
horn  within  15  minutes  after  activation  of  the  alarm  system.  All  existing  alarm 
systems  in  the  Town  of  Middleborough  must  have  a  shut-off  device  installed  within 
six  months  after  passage  of  this  by-law. 

4:  Any  alarm  system,  emitting  a  continuous  and  uninterrupted  signal  for 
more  than  1 5  minutes,  which  can  not  be  shut  off  or  otherwise  curtailed,  due  to  the 
absence  or  unavailability  of  the  alarm  user  or  those  persons  designated  by  him  under 
paragraph  2  of  this  section,  and  which  disturbs  the  peace,  comfort,  or  repose  of  a 
community,  a  neighborhood,  or  a  considerable  number  of  inhabitants  of  the  area 
where  the  alarm  system  is  located,  shall  constitute  a  public  nuisance.  Upon  receiving 
complaints  regarding  such  a  continuous  and  uninterrupted  signal,  the  Middle- 
borough  Police  Department  shall  endeavor  to  contact  the  alarm  user,  or  members  of 
the  alarm  user’s  family,  or  those  persons  designated  by  the  alarm  user  under 
paragraph  2  of  this  section,  in  an  effort  to  abate  the  nuisance.  The  Police  Chief  shall 
cause  to  be  recorded  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  complaints  and  the  time  each 
complaint  was  made. 

5:  Any  alarm  system  which  signals  directly  into  the  police  station  and  which, 
for  whatever  reason(s),  can  not  be  normally  silenced  or  shut  off,  m^y  be 
disconnected  at  the  Police  Department.  In  the  event  of  any  such  occurrence,  the 
owner  shall  be  notified  as  soon  as  possible  and  said  action  shall  be  appropriately 
recorded  by  the  Police. 

6:  No  alarm  system  which  is  designated  to  transmit  emergency  messages  or 
signals  of  intrusion  to  the  Middleborough  Police  Department  will  be  tested  until 
Police  Headquarters  has  been  notified. 

7:  Provisions  of  this  by-law  shall  not  apply  to  alarm  devices  or  premises 
owned  or  controlled  by  the  Town,  nor  to  alarm  devices  installed  in  a  motor  vehicle 
or  trailer. 

(D)  PENALTIES: 

1 :  The  user  shall  be  assessed  $25.00  as  a  false  alarm  service  fee  for  each  false 
alarm  in  excess  of  three  (3)  occurring  in  a  calendar  year;  $35.00  in  excess  of  four  (4) 
occurring  in  a  calendar  year;  and  $50.00  in  excess  of  five  (5)  occurring  in  a  calendar 
year.  The  police  chief  shall  notify  the  alarm  user,  either  by  certified  mail  or  by 
service  in  hand  by  a  Police  officer  of  such  violations.  Said  user  shall  submit  payment 
within  fifteen  (15)  days  of  said  notice  to  the  Police  Department  for  deposit  to  the 
General  Fund. 

2:  The  user  of  a  system,  which  occasions  six  (6)  or  more  false  alarms  within  a 
calendar  year,  or  fails  to  pay  the  fine(s)  after  said  notice,  may  be  ordered  to 
disconnect  and  otherwise  discontinue  the  use  of  same  by  the  Police  Chief. 

3;  All  other  violations  of  this  by-law  may  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  more 
than  $50.00  for  each  offense. 

ARTICLE  15:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  its  Zoning  By-Laws,  as 
follows: 
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Section  XII,  Water  Resources  Protection  Districts  By-law: 

Revoke  Section  D-l-d.  and  insert  in  its  place  the  following: 

d.  residential  uses,  if  permitted  in  the  underlying  district  and  in  compliance  with 
all  other  provisions  of  this  and  other  sections  of  the  Town  of  Middleborough  Zoning 
By-law  and  G.L.C.  40A. 

Revoke  the  first  sentence  of  Section  D-2  and  insert  in  its  place  the  following: 

2.  The  following  are  prohibited  as  a  principal  or  accessory  use. 

Revoke  D-2-i  and  insert  in  its  place  the  following: 

i.  except  as  provided  in  Section  D-5  below,  any  building,  structure,  excavation  or 
other  land  disturbing  activities  within  one  hundred  (100)  feet  of  any  watercourse  as 
defined  by  Title  V,  except  those  associated  with  passive  recreation  or  wetland 
dependent  uses,  eg.  cultivation  of  cranberries. 

Add  New  Section  D-5  as  follows: 

5.  Any  building,  structure,  excavation  or  other  land  disturbing  activities  that 
disturbe  less  than  15%  of  that  portion  of  any  lot  which  is  within  one  hundred  (100) 
feet  of  any  watercourse  as  defined  by  Title  V,  are  permitted  upon  issuance  of  a 
Special  Permit  by  the  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  which  shall  consider  the 
report  and  recommendations  of  the  Board  of  Health,  Planning  Board  and 
Conservation  Commission.  Such  Special  Permit  may  be  conditional  upon 
safeguards  and  requirements  to  protect  water  resources,  health,  safety  and  welfare, 
and  shall  be  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  F.  below.  For  the  purposes 
of  this  Section  and  Section  E-2-g  below  only,  a  lot  shall  be  deemed  to  be  that  lot 
described  by  deed  or  shown  on  a  plan  duly  recorded  at  the  Plymouth  County 
Registry  of  Deeds  at  the  time  that  any  such  land  disturbing  activity  shall  first  occur 
after  May  1,  1992.  The  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  shall  determine  to  its 
satisfaction  that  any  land  disturbing  activity  or  activities  shall  be  in  compliance  with 
this  provision,  and  to  that  end  may  reasonably  require  any  of  the  following: 

a.  A  Determination  of  applicability  by  the  Conservation  Commission. 

b.  a  plan  certified  by  a  Registered  Professional  Engineer  which  shows  the 
location  of  all  watercourses  (wetlands)  as  defined  by  Title  V,  the  total  area  and 
location  of  that  portion  of  any  lot  within  one  hundred  (100)  feet  of  any  watercourse 
as  defined  by  Title  V  and  the  land  disturbing  activity  or  activities  proposed  within 
this  one  hundred  ( 1 00)  foot  zone. 

Revoke  the  first  sentence  of  E-1  and  insert  in  its  place  the  following: 

1 .  The  following  are  prohibited  as  a  principal  or  accessory  use. 

Amend  Section  E-1  by  adding  a  new  ‘d’  as  follows: 

d.  sanitary  landfills  except  as  provided  in  Section  E-2  d.  below. 

Revoke  E- 1  -c.  and  insert  in  its  place  the  following: 

c.  except  as  provided  in  E-2-g  below,  any  building,  structure,  excavation  or  other 
land  disturbing  activities  within  one  hundred  ( 1 00)  feet  o f  the  Mean  Annual  Flood 
Elevation  of  the  following  watercourses:  Taunton  River,  Nemasket  River,  the 
Weweantic  River,  Poquoy  Brook,  Fall  Brook,  Otis  Pratt  Brook  and  tributary, 
Purchade  Brook,  Millers  Neck  Brook,  Black  Brook,  Joses  Meadow,  Assawompsett 
Pond,  Pocksha  Pond  and  Great  Quittacas  Pond,  except  those  associated  with 
passive  recreation  or  wetland  dependent  uses,  eg.  cultivation  of  cranberries.

Add  a  new  Section  E-2-g  as  follows: 

g.  Any  building,  structure,  excavation  or  other  land  disturbing  activities  that 
disturb  less  than  15%  of  that  portion  of  any  lot  which  is  within  one  hundred  (100) 
feet  of  the  Mean  Annual  Flood  Elevation  of  the  following  watercourses:  Taunton 
River,  Nemasket  River,  the  Weweantic,  Poquoy  Brook,  Fall  Brook,  Otis  Pratt 
Brook  and  tributary,  Purchade  Brook,  Millers  Neck  Brook,  Black  Brook,  Joses 
Meadow,  Assawompsett  Pond  are  permitted,  upon  issuance  of  a  Special  Permit  by 
the  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  which  shall  consider  the  report  and 
recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Health,  Planning  Board  and  Conservation 
Commission.  Such  Special  permit  may  be  conditional  upon  safeguards  and 
requirements  to  protect  water  resources,  health,  safety  and  welfare,  and  shall  be  in 
compliance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  F  below.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Section 
and  Section  D-5  above  only,  a  lot  shall  be  deemed  to  be  that  lot  described  by  deed  or 
shown  on  a  plan  duly  recorded  at  the  Plymouth  County  Registry  of  Deeds  at  the 
time  that  any  such  land  disturbing  activity  shall  first  occur  after  May  1,  1992.

a.  a  determination  of  the  Mean  Annual  Flood  Elevation  using  Soil  Conserva¬ 
tion  Service  Technical  Release  20  or  55,  whichever  is  applicable,  said 
calculations  to  be  stamped  by  a  Registered  Profesional  Engineer. 

b.  A  plan  certified  by  a  Registered  Professional  Engineer  which  shows  the 
location  of  the  Mean  Annual  Flood  Elevation  boundary,  the  total  area  of  that 
portion  of  any  lot  within  one  hundred  (100)  feet  of  the  above  referenced 
watercourses,  and  the  area  of  any  such  land  disturbing  activity  or  activities 
proposed  within  this  one  hundred  (100)  foot  zone. 

ARTICLE  16:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  designate  the  following  street  as  a 
Scenic  Road  pursuant  to  the  Massachusetts  General  Law,  Chapter  40,  Section  1 5C: 
Starting  at  the  intersection  of  Tispaquin  and  Chestnut  Streets,  travelling  east  along 
Chestnut  Street  to  Purchase  Street,  then  west  along  Purchase  Street  to  Fay  Avenue, 
or  to  act  anything  thereon.

The  reconvened  Annual  Town  Meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Moderator 
Lincoln  D.  Lynch  at  the  Middleborough  High  School,  Wayne  M.  Caron 
Auditorium  at  7:30  P.M.  The  Moderator  then  moved  the  following  motion,  “I 
move  that  this  meeting  be  recessed  for  fifteen  ( 1 5)  minutes  because  of  a  conflict  and 
that  it  be  reconvened  in  Henry  B.  Burkland  School  Auditorium”. 

The  recessed  Annual  Town  Meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Moderator  Lynch  at 
8:05  P.M.  in  the  Henry  B.  Burkland  Auditorium  after  declaring  a  quorum  was 
present. 

The  following  action  was  taken: 

ARTICLE  3:  Voted  to  authorize  the  Town  Treasurer  with  the  prior  approval  of  the 
Selectmen  to  borrow  money  from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the 
financial  year  beginning  July  1 ,  1 992,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  General 
Laws,  Chapter  44,  Seciton  4,  and  to  issue  a  note  or  notes  therefore  payable  within 
one  year,  and  to  renew  any  note  or  notes  as  may  be  given  for  a  period  of  less  than  one 
year  in  accordance  with  General  Laws,  Chapter  44,  Section  17. 
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ARTICLE  4;  Voted  to  transfer  from  the  income  from  the  sales  of  gas  and  electricity 
for  the  purpose  of  fixing  the  tax  rate  the  sum  of  $308,200.00  to  the  Assessors. 

ARTICLE  5:  Voted  unanimously  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,360.81  from 
taxation  to  pay  the  following  unpaid  bill;  Global  petroleum  Corp.  -  $1,360.81. 

ARTICLE  6:  Voted  by  a  majority  vote  declared  by  the  Moderator  to  authorize  and 
direct  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  petition  the  General  Court  for  special  legislation  to 
authorize  the  Town  to  sell,  convey,  exchange,  lease  or  rent  Lot  47,  on  Assessors  Map 
R78,  located  on  the  northerly  side  of  Route  #25  and  being  a  portion  of  the  real  estate 
described  in  the  deed  of  William  L.  Byrne  and  Jean  M.  Byrne  recorded  October  4, 
1991  in  the  Plymouth  County  Registry  of  Deeds  in  Book  10517,  Page  090. 


ARTICLE  7;  Voted  unanimously  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  Two  hundred 
($200.00)  dollars  and  choose  a  Town  Director  for  one  year,  all  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Sections  40  through  45  of  Chapter  128  of  the  General  Laws,  said 
sum  to  be  placed  in  a  “County  Extension  Town  Account”,  so  called,  and  expended 
by  or  at  the  direction  of  the  Plymouuth  County  Trustees  for  County  Aid  to 
agriculture. 

Finance  Committee  recommended  favorable  action. 

ARTICLE  8:  Voted  unanimously  to  accept  an  Equal  Education  Opportunity  Grant 
for  Fiscal  year  1993,  under  the  provisions  of  G.L.  Chapter  70A,  Section  5,  as 
inserted  by  Chapter  188  of  the  Acts  of  1985.  Said  grant  shall  be  expended  by  the 
School  Committee  for  direct  service  expenditures. 

ARTICLE  9:  Voted  unanimously  to  accept  an  Equal  Education  Opportunity  Grant 
for  Fiscal  year  1993,  under  the  provisions  of  G.L.  Chapter  70A,  Section  5,  as 
inserted  by  Chapter  188  of  the  Acts  of  1985.  Said  grant  shall  be  expended  by  the 
Bristol-Plymouth  Regional  Vocational  Technical  School  District  School  Com¬ 
mittee.

ARTICLE  12:  Voted  unanimously  to  adopt  the  following  resolution: 

RESOLVED:  That  the  Town  of  Middleborough  call  upon  the  Legislature  to 
annually  appropriate  and  fully  distribute  the  legally  required  15%  of  gas  tax 
receipts  to  cities  and  towns,  for  the  construction,  maintenance  and  policing  of 
local  roads. 

Finance  Committee  recommended  favorable  action. 

ARTICLE  13:  Voted  unanimously  to  table  this  article. 

ARTICLE  14:  Voted  by  a  majority  vote  to  amend  the  by-laws  of  the  Town  of 
Middleborough  by  adding  the  following  new  by-law: 

ALARM  SYSTEM  BY-LAW 

(A)  PURPOSE: 

False  Alarms  have  a  deleterious  effect  on  the  local  law  enforcement  effort. 
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They  are  costly  and  disruptive.  Costly  in  the  sense  of  the  deployment  of  our  people 
to  non-bona  fide  calls;  detrimental  by  subjecting  our  personnel  and  equipment  to 
injury  or  other  negative  impacts  when  responding.  They  cause  a  drain  on  the 
allocation  of  personnel  to  designated  areas  by  leaving  certain  other  areas  of  the 
Town  vulnerable.  This  is  a  situation  that  must  be  met,  modified  and  dealt  with  in  a 
manner  consistent  with  the  efficient  and  effective  running  of  the  Middleborough 
Police  Department  by  specific  means  as  set  forth  herein. 

(B)  DEFINITIONS: 

As  used  in  this  by-law,  the  following  terms  shall  have  the  meanings  indicated; 

Alarm  System:  An  assembly  of  equipment  and  devices  or  a  single  device 
such  as  a  solid  state  unit,  arranged  to  signal  the  presence  of  a  hazard  requiring  urgent 
attention  to  which  police  are  expected  to  respond.  Fire  Alarm  Systems  and  Alarm 
Systems  which  monitor  temperature,  smoke,  humidity,  or  any  other  condition  not 
directly  related  to  the  detection  of  an  unauthorized  intrusion  into  a  premise  or  an 
attempted  robbery  at  a  premise,  are  specifically  excluded  from  the  provisions  of  the 
by-law,  unless  monitored  by  the  Department.  Provisions  of  Section  C  of  the  by-law 
shall  apply  to  all  users. 

False  Alarms:  (A)  The  activation  of  an  alarm  system  through  mechanical 
failure,  malfunction,  improper  installation,  or  negligence  of  the  user  of  an  alarm 
system  or  his  employees  or  agents:  (B)  Any  signal  or  automatic  dialing  device 
transmitted  to  the  Middleborough  Police  Department  requesting  or  reguiring,  or 
resulting  in  a  response  on  the  part  of  the  Middleborough  Police  Department,  when 
in  fact,  there  has  been  no  unauthorized  intrusion,  robbery  or  burglary,  or  attempted 
threat.  For  the  purpose  of  this  definition,  activation  of  alarm  systems  by  acts  of 
nature,  including  but  not  limited  to:  power  outages,  hurricanes,  tornadoes, 
earthquakes  and  similar  weather  or  atmospheric  disturbances  shall  not  be  deemed 
to  be  a  false  alarm. 

Automatic  Dialing  Device:  An  alarm  system  which  automatically  sends, 
over  regular  telephone  lines,  by  direct  connection  or  otherwise,  a  prerecorded  voice 
or  coded  signal,  indicating  the  existence  of  the  emergency  situation  that  the  alarm 
system  is  designated  to  detect. 

(C)  CONTROL  AND  CURTAILMENT  OF  SIGNALS  EMITTED  BY 
ALARM  SYSTEMS: 

1:  All  alarms  must  be  authorized  by  the  Chief  of  Police  prior  to  being 
connected  to  the  Middleborough  Police  Department. 

2;  Every  alarm  user  shall  submit,  to  the  Police  Chief,  the  names  and 
telephone  numbers  of  at  least  two  other  persons,  in  addition  to  the  user,  who  are 
authorized  to  respond,  after  notification  by  the  Police  Department  to  an  emergency 
signal  transmitted  by  an  alarm  system,  and  who  can  open  the  premises  wherein  the 
alarm  system  is  installed.  It  shall  be  incumbant  upon  the  owner  of  said  premise  to 
immediately  notify  the  Middleborough  Police  Department  of  any  changes  in  the  list 
of  authorized  employees  or  other  persons  to  respond  to  alarms. 

3:  All  alarm  systems  installed  after  the  effective  date  of  this  by-law  which  use 
an  audible  horn  or  bell,  shall  be  equipped  with  a  device  that  will  shut  off  such  bell  or 
horn  within  15  minutes  after  activation  of  the  alarm  system.  All  existing  alarm 
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systems  in  the  Town  of  Middleborough  must  have  a  shut-off  device  installed  within 
six  months  after  passage  of  this  by-law. 

4;  Any  alarm  system,  emitting  a  continuous  and  uninterrupted  signal  for 
more  than  1 5  minutes,  which  can  not  be  shut  off  or  otherwise  curtailed,  due  to  the 
absence  or  unavailability  of  the  alarm  user  or  those  persons  designated  by  him  under 
paragraph  2  of  this  section,  and  which  disturbs  the  peace,  comfort,  or  repose  of  a 
community,  a  neighborhood,  or  a  considerable  number  of  inhabitants  of  the  area 
where  the  alarm  system  is  located,  shall  constitute  a  public  nuisance.  Upon  receiving 
complaints  regarding  such  a  continuous  and  uninterrupted  signal,  the  Middle- 
borough  Police  Department  shall  endeavor  to  contact  the  alarm  user,  or  members  of 
the  alarm  user’s  family,  or  those  persons  designated  by  the  alarm  user  under 
paragraph  2  of  this  section,  in  an  effort  to  abate  the  nuisance.  The  Police  Chief  shall 
cause  to  be  recorded  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  complaints  and  the  time  each 
complaint  was  made. 

5:  Any  alarm  system  which  signals  directly  into  the  police  station  and  which, 
for  whatever  reason(s),  can  not  be  normally  silenced  or  shut  off,  may  be 
disconnected  at  the  Police  Department.  In  the  event  of  any  such  occurrence,  the 
owner  shall  be  notified  as  soon  as  possible  and  said  action  shall  be  appropriately 
recorded  by  the  Police. 

6:  No  alarm  system  which  is  designated  to  transmit  emergency  messages  or 
signals  of  intrusion  to  the  Middleborough  Police  Department  will  be  tested  until 
Police  Headquarters  has  been  notified. 

7:  Provisions  of  this  by-law  shall  not  apply  to  alarm  devices  or  premises 
owned  or  controlled  by  the  Town,  nor  to  alarm  devices  installed  in  a  motor  vehicle 
or  trailer. 

(D)  Penalties: 

1 :  The  user  shall  be  assessed  $25.00  as  a  false  alarm  service  fee  for  each  false 
alarm  in  excess  of  three  (3)  occurring  in  a  calendar  year;  $35.00  in  excess  of  four  (4) 
occurring  in  a  calendar  year;  and  $50.00  in  excess  of  five  (5)  occurring  in  a  calendar 
year.  The  police  chief  shall  notify  the  alarm  user,  either  by  certified  mail  or  by 
service  in  hand  by  a  Police  officer  of  such  violations.  Said  user  shall  submit  payment 
within  fifteen  (15)  days  of  said  notice  to  the  Police  Department  for  deposit  to  the 
General  Fund. 

2;  The  user  of  a  system,  which  occasions  six  (6)  or  more  false  alarms  within  a 
calendar  year,  or  fails  to  pay  the  fine(s)  after  said  notice,  may  be  ordered  to 
disconnect  and  otherwise  discontinue  the  use  of  same  by  the  Police  Chief. 

3:  All  other  violations  of  this  by-law  may  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  more 
than  $50.00  for  each  offense. 

Finance  Committee  recommended  favorable  action. 

ARTICLE  15:  Voted  unanimously  to  amend  the  Town’s  Zoning  By-Laws,  as 
follows: 

SECTION  XII,  WATER  RESOURCES  PROTECTION  DISTRICTS  BY-LAW: 

Revoke  Section  D-l-d.  and  insert  in  its  place  the  following: 

d.  residential  uses,  if  permitted  in  the  underlying  district  and  in  compliance  with 
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all  other  provisions  of  this  and  other  sections  of  the  Town  of  Middleborough  Zoning 
By-law  and  G.L.C.  40A. 

Revoke  the  first  sentence  of  Section  D-2  and  insert  in  its  place  the  following: 

2.  The  following  are  prohibited  as  a  principal  or  accessory  use. 

Revoke  D-2-i  and  insert  in  its  place  the  following: 

i.  Except  as  provided  in  Section  D-5  below,  any  building,  structure,  excavation  or 
other  land  disturbing  activities  within  one  hundred  ( 1 00)  feet  of  any  watercourse  as 
defined  by  Title  V,  except  those  associated  with  passive  recreation  or  wetland 
dependant  uses,  eg.  cultivation  of  cranberries. 

Add  New  Section  D-5  as  follows: 

5.  Any  building,  structure,  excavation  or  other  land  disturbing  activities  that 
disturb  less  than  15%  of  that  portion  of  any  lot  which  is  within  one  hundred  (100) 
feet  of  any  watercourse  as  defined  by  Title  V,  are  permitted  upon  issuance  of  a 
Special  Permit  by  the  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  which  shall  consider  the 
report  and  recommendations  of  the  Board  of  Health,  Planning  Board  and 
Conservation  Commission.  Such  Special  Permit  may  be  conditional  upon 
safeguards  and  requirements  to  protect  water  resources,  health,  safety  and  welfare, 
and  shall  be  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  F.  below.  For  the  purposes 
of  this  Section  and  Section  E-2-g  below  only,  a  lot  shall  be  deemed  to  be  that  lot 
described  by  deed  or  shown  on  a  plan  duly  recorded  at  the  Plymouth  County 
Registry  of  Deeds  at  the  time  that  any  such  land  disturbing  activity  shall  first  occur 
after  May  1,  1992.  The  Special  Permit  Granting  Authority  shall  determine  to  its 
satisfaction  that  any  land  disturbing  activity  or  activities  shall  be  in  compliance  with 
this  provision,  and  to  that  end  may  reasonably  require  any  of  the  following: 

a.  a  Determination  of  applicability  by  the  Conservation  Commission. 

b.  a  plan  certified  by  a  Registered  Professional  Engineer  which  shows  the  location 
of  all  watercourses  (wetlands)  as  defined  by  Title  V,  the  total  area  and  location  of 
that  portion  of  any  lot  within  one  hundred  (100)  feet  of  any  watercourse  as  defined 
by  Title  V  and  the  land  disturbing  activity  or  activities  proposed  within  this  one 
hundred  (100)  foot  zone. 

Revoke  the  first  sentence  of  E-1  and  insert  in  its  place  the  following: 

1 .  The  following  are  prohibited  as  a  principal  or  accessory  use. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Finance  Committee  recommended  favorable  action  on 
Articles  16-18. 

ARTICLE  1 6:  Voted  by  a  majority  vote  to  designate  the  following  street  as  a  Scenic

Chestnut  Street  to  Purchase  Street,  then  west  along  Purchase  Street  to  Faye  Avenue, 

ARTICLE  19:  Voted  by  a  majority  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  from  taxation  the 
sum  of  $2, 1 00.00  for  the  purpose  of  retrofitting  all  School  Department  underground 
storage  tanks  with  an  overfill  prevention  device  and  if  over  1,100  gallons  also  be 
retrofitted  with  a  spill-containment  manhold  at  the  fill  point  as  required  by  the 
Town  of  Middleborough  Fire  Department.

ARTICLE  24:  Voted  by  a  majority  vote  to  establish  and  authorize  the  use  of  a 
revolving  fund  under  General  Laws  Chapter  44,  Section  53E1/2  for  Fiscal  year 
1 993  for  the  purpose  of  operating  a  recycling  program  for  the  Town  with  all  receipts 
from  the  sale  of  materials  and  donations  for  the  program  to  be  credited  to  the  fund 
and  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  expend  the  fund  for  operations,  support 
and  enhancement  of  the  recycling  program  including  the  purchase  of  equipment 
and  any  other  expense  incurred  to  operate  the  program  except  for  salaries  and  wages 
with  expenditures  from  the  fund  to  be  limited  to  $15,000.00.

ARTICLE  1:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate,  transfer  from 
available  funds  in  the  Treasury,  or  Revenue  Sharing  Funds,  a  sum  of  money  to 
supplement  and/or  adjust  departmental  budgets  for  fiscal  year  1993,  or  act  anything 
thereon. 

ARTICLE  2:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate,  or  transfer  from 
available  funds  in  the  Treasury,  or  Revenue  Sharing  Funds,  a  sum  of  money  for 
unpaid  bills  from  prior  years,  or  act  anything  thereon. 

ARTICLE  3:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rescind  its  existing  plumbing  and  gas 
permit  fee  schedules  and  to  adopt,  as  a  by-law,  in  place  thereof,  the  following  new 
fee  schedules,  or  act  anything  thereon:

1 .  Before  any  permits  are  granted  for  the  installation  of  plumbing  or  gas  fittings, 
the  person,  or  corporation  making  application  for  such  permit  shall  pay  to  the  Town 
of  Middleborough  a  fee  in  such  amount  as  specified  above. 

2.  Application  must  be  accompanied  by  payment  and  is  to  be  filed  prior  to 
commencing  work. 

3.  Work  must  be  performed  by  a  Massachusetts  licensed  plumber  or  a 
Massachusetts  licensed  gas  fitter  and  must  comply  with  all  applicable  codes  and 
shall  be  inspected  by  the  local  authority  having  jurisdiction. 

4.  Any  permit  issued  shall  be  deemed  abandoned  and  invalid  unless  the  work 
authorized  by  it  shall  have  been  commenced  within  one  year  after  its  issuance. 

ARTICLE  4:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  its  earth  removal  by-law 
adopted  under  Arltple  7  of  the  1970  Special  Town  Meeting  of  May  28th,  by  deleting 
it  in  its  entirety  and  substituting  therefore  the  following,  or  act  anything  thereon: 

TOWN  OF  MIDDLEBOROUGH  EARTH  REMOVAL  BY-LAW 

Section  1:  DEFINITIONS 

A.  The  term  “earth”  shall  mean  all  forms  of  soil,  including,  but  not  limited  to, 
loam,  sand,  gravel,  clay,  peat,  hardpan  or  rock. 

B.  The  term  “removal”  shall  mean  stripping,  excavating  or  blasting  earth  from 
one  lot  and  carrying  it  away  from  said  lot. 

C.  The  term  “lot”  shall  mean  a  single  parcel  of  land  lying  in  a  single  body  and 
separated  from  contiguous  land  by  property  lines,  street  lines,  or  Town  lines. 

D.  The  term  “property  line”  shall  mean  a  line  separating  land  in  one  ownership 
from  land  in  a  different  ownership,  or  from  other  land  in  the  same  ownership.  A 
municipal  boundary  shall  be  a  property  line. 

E.  The  term  “owner”  shall  mean  the  owner  of  the  land  from  which  earth  is  sought 
to  be  removed. 

F.  The  term  “Board”  shall  mean  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of 
Middleborough. 

Section  2:  SCOPE 

This  By-law  shall  apply  to  all  earth  removal  activities  in  the  Town  of 
Middleborough,  except  as  otherwise  limited  herein. 

Section  3:  PERMITS  REQUIRED 

No  earth  shall  be  removed  from  any  lot  in  the  Town  of  Middleborough  unless  a 
permit  shall  have  first  been  obtained  by  the  owner  from  the  Board  pursuant  to  this 
By-law,  except  as  otherwise  provided  herein.  All  permits  granted  by  the  Board  shall 
be  subject  to  conditions  which  will  guarantee,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board, 
proper  and  reasonable  surface  drainage  during  and  after  operations  and  reasonable 
re-use  of  available  topsoil.  The  Board  shall  adopt  regulations  including,  but  not 
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limited  to,  exhibits,  fees  and  bond  requirements.  The  Board  may  impose  permit 
conditions  or  restrictions  on  any  permit  in  the  best  interest  of  the  Town.  The 
conditions  or  restrictions  related  to  a  permit,  including  the  expiration  date,  shall  be 
clearly  set  forth  on  the  permit. 

No  such  permit  shall  be  issued  until  an  application  therefore  has  been  filed  with 
the  Board  and  the  Board  has  held  a  public  hearing  on  the  application.  Notice  of  the 
filing  of  an  application  and  the  date  and  time  of  the  public  hearing  thereon  shall  be 
advertised,  at  the  expense  of  the  applicant,  in  a  newspaper  in  general  circulation  in 
the  Town,  seven  days  at  least  before  such  hearing  and  by  written  notice  to  the 
Planning  Board,  the  Conservation  Commission,  and  the  abutters.  Following  the 
hearing,  the  Board  may  grant,  grant  in  part,  or  deny  the  application. 

Section  4:  EXEMPTIONS 

The  following  are  exempted  from  the  provisions  of  this  By-law: 

a. )  Any  earth  removal  operations  involving  less  than  800  cubic  yards  per  acre  on 
lots  of  four  acres  or  less; 

b. )  Any  earth  removal  operations  in  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  a 
subdivision  plan  approved  by  the  Town’s  Planning  Board. 

Section  5:  LENGTH  OF  PERMIT 

A  permit  may  be  issued  for  a  period  of  up  to  three  (3)  years.  At  the  Board’s 
discretion  a  permit  may  be  extended  for  up  to  one  ( 1 )  year  beyond  the  initial  permit 
period.  If  an  Earth  Removal  project  is  not  completed  following  the  initial  period 
plus  any  extension  period,  the  applicant  must  reapply  to  the  Board  for  a  new  permit 
to  complete  the  project.  The  applicant  must  meet  all  By-law  and  regulation 
requirements  in  effect  at  the  time  of  reapplication  for  a  new  permit.  Current  valid 
permits  which  are  in  effect  prior  to  August  1, 1992  may  continue  in  operation  for 
up  to  three  (3)  years  from  the  adoption  of  this  By-law  subject  to  all  conditions  and 
restrictions  of  the  permit  and  Article  7  of  the  May  28,  1970  Town  Meeting  By-law 
requirements  without  applying  for  annual  renewal.  Such  existing  earth  removal 
projects  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  By-law  after  three  years  from  the 
adoption  of  this  by-law. 

A  copy  of  the  Earth  Removal  Order  of  Conditions  must  be  filed  with  the  Registry 
of  Deeds,  at  the  applicants  expense,  as  a  Notice  to  all  that  the  conditions  restrict 
work  on  the  lot  under  the  Permit. 

A  Certificate  of  Completion  must  be  issued  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  at  the 
completion  of  the  project  attesting  that  the  project  was  completed  in  accordance 
with  the  approved  plans.  Issuance  of  the  Certificate  of  Completion  operates  to 
terminate  the  permit.  The  Certificate  of  Completion  must  also  be  filed  with  the 
Registry  of  Deeds  at  the  applicants  expense. 

Section  6:  ENFORCEMENT 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  be  responsible,  for  the  administration  and 
enforcement  of  this  By-law.  A  violation  of  a  condition  or  restriction  of  the  permit 
shall  be  a  violation  of  the  By-law.  The  Town  Manager  shall  be  the  Agent  of  the 
Board  for  enforcement  purposes  and  may  issue  a  written  cease  and  desist  order 
requiring  the  immediate  cessation  of  all  work  on  the  permitted  property  if  the  Town 
Manager  believes  a  violation  of  any  condition  or  restriction  of  the  permit  has 
occurred.  In  the  absence  of  the  Town  Manager  the  Board  of  Selectmen  may 
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designate  another  Agent.  The  written  order  shall  specify  the  alleged  violation.  A 
copy  of  the  order  will  be  given  to  the  Board  members  as  soon  as  possible  after  it  is 
issued.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall,  within  three  (3)  weeks  of  the  issuance  of  the 
cease  and  desist  order,  hold  a  public  hearing  to  review  the  facts  and  to  determine 
whether  a  violation  has  occurred.  If  a  violation  is  found,  the  Board,  in  its  discretion, 
may  revoke,  revise  or  modify  the  conditions  or  restrictions  of  the  permit.  Thee 
penalty  for  violation  of  this  By-law  shall  be  a  fine  of  up  to  $50  for  the  first  offense, 
$100  for  the  second  offense  and  $200  for  each  offense  after  the  second  offense.  Each 
day  of  operation  in  violation  of  the  By-law  shall  be  treated  as  a  separate  offense. 

Section  7:  GENERAL  PROVISIONS 

An  earth  removal  permit  issued  under  this  By-law  shall  not  authorize  a  use  which 
is  not  permitted  under  applicable  provisions  of  the  Town  of  Middleborough  Zoning 
By-law.  No  earth  removal  permit  shall  authorize  screening  or  other  processing  of 
earth  materials  in  a  Residential  Zone.  This  shall  not  be  construed  to  prohibit 
screening  of  earth  on  a  lot  which  is  the  subject  of  an  earth  removal  permit,  in  a 
Residential  Zone,  for  use  on  the  same  lot  to  provide  gravel  for  roadways,  loam  for 
final  grading  and/or  sand  for  bogs. 

Section  8:  SEVERABILITY  CLAUSE 

The  provisions  of  this  By-law  are  severable;  and  if  any  provision  or  application  of 
such  provision  to  any  person  or  circumstances  is  held  invalid  or  unconstitutional, 
this  shall  not  affect  the  remaining  provisions. 

ARTICLE  5:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  following  By-law,  or  act 
anything  thereon: 

A.  The  purpose  of  this  By-law  is  to  ensure  that  the  Town  of  Middleborough, 
representing  its  inhabitants,  can  insure  the  character  of  its  neighborhoods  and  it’s 
community  as  a  whole. 

B.  Pursuant  to  Chapter  140,  Section  2,  Chapter  138,  Section  12,  16A,  the  Town  of 
Middleborough  establishes  that  any  premise  except  those  of  an  innholder  located 
within  a  radius  of  3,000  feet  of  an  active  license  issued  under  Chapter  138,  Section 
1 5  shall  not  be  licensed  for  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages  unless  the  Local  Licensing 
Authority  determines,  in  writing,  after  a  hearing,  that  the  premises  are  not 
detrimental  to  the  character  of  the  community  or  the  neighborhood. 

C.  Radius  shall  be  defined  as  the  distance  measured  in  a  straight  line  from  the  nearest 
point  of  the  existing  licensed  premise  to  the  nearest  point  of  such  requested  premises. 

D.  This  By-law  shall  not  apply  to  an  extension  of  licensed  premises  provided  said 
estension  does  not  exceed  fifty  feet. 

E.  This  By-law  shall  cover  only  premises  for  the  purpose  of  sale  of  all  alcoholic 
beverages,  wines  and  malt  beverages  not  to  be  drunk  on  the  premises  as  identified  in 
Chapter  138,  Section  15. 

F.  Any  person  who  has  been  denied  a  license  under  this  Section  shall  have  the  right 
to  appeal  under  Chapter  138,  Section  67. 

G.  The  provisions  of  this  By-law  are  severable;  and  if  any  provision  or  application  of 
such  provision  to  any  person  or  circumstances  is  held  invalid  or  unconstitutional, 
this  shall  not  affect  the  remaining  provisions. 
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ARTICLE  6:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  from  available  funds  in  the 
Treasury,  the  sum  of  $50,000.00,  for  the  purpose  of  funding  the  Athletic  Program 
for  the  Middleborough  School  System  and  to  authorize  the  School  Committee  to 
expend  for  said  purpose,  or  act  anything  thereon. 

ARTICLE  7:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  One 
Hundred  Seventy-four  and  01/100  ($174.01)  Dollars,  by  taxation  or  from 
available  funds  in  the  Treasury,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  damages  suffered  by 
Kimberly  Warren-Gatta  to  her  car  on  August  6,  1992,  as  a  result  of  a  stone  falling 
from  a  D.P.W.  truck,  or  act  anything  thereon. 

ARTICLE  8:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Seven 
Hundred  Seven  and  94/100  (707.94)  Dollars,  by  taxation  or  from  available  funds 
in  the  Treasury,  or  from  the  Wastewater  Department’s  Unappropriated  Earned 
Surplus  Account  for  the  purpose  of  paying  damages  suffered  by  Ann  O’Callaghan 
to  her  cellar  and  den  on  September  8,  1992,  as  a  result  of  a  sewer  pipe  leak  due  to 
back-up  at  the  street  and  a  damaged  plug,  or  act  anything  thereon. 

ARTICLE  9:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Chapter  41,  Section  41B  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws,  which  will  authorize  the  Town  Treasurer  to  pay 
employees  of  the  Town  of  Middleborough  by  means  of  direct  deposit,  or  at  anything 
thereon. 

ARTICLE  10:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  on 
behalf  of  the  Town  to  enter  into  an  agreement  or  an  amendment  of  an  existing 
agreement  with  the  Town  of  Plympton  on  such  terms  as  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
shall  determine  pursuant  to  General  Laws  Chapter  40,  Section  4A,  for  the  purpose 
of  supplying  water  to  not  more  than  two  dwellings  to  be  located  on  property  at 
Soule  Street  in  Plympton,  Massachusetts,  said  property  being  shown  as  Lot  1  on  a 
plan  dated  December  30,  1986  recorded  in  the  Plymouth  County  Reginstry  of 
Deeds  in  Plan  Book  30,  Page  810,  or  act  anything  thereon. 

ARTICLE  1 1:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
accept  on  behalf  of  the  Town  a  gift  of  real  estate,  land  and  building(s),  located  at  the 
intersection  of  South  Main  Street  and  Centre  Street  in  Middleborough  described  in 
a  deed  recorded  in  the  Plymouth  County  Registry  of  Deeds  in  Book  4693,  Page  159, 
and  shown  as  Lot  132  on  Middleborough  Assessors  Map  U57,  and  real  estate 
located  at  Centre  Street  in  Middleborough  described  in  a  deed  recorded  in  the 
Plymouth  County  Registry  of  Deeds  in  Book  8820,  Page  322,  as  shown  as  Lot  133 
on  Middleborough  Assessors  Map  U57,  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  Board 
determines,  or  act  anything  thereon. 

ARTICLE  12:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
negotiate  and  execute  a  lease  or  leases,  or  other  rental  agreements,  with  one  or  more 
lessees  or  tenants  with  respect  to  real  estate  located  at  the  intersection  of  South  Main 
Street  and  Centre  Street  in  Middleborough  described  in  a  deed  recorded  in  the 
Plymouth  County  Registry  of  Deeds  in  Book  4693,  page  159,  and  shown  as  Lot  132 
and  real  estate  located  at  Centre  Street  in  Middleborough  described  in  a  deed 
recorded  in  the  Plymouth  County  Registry  of  Deeds  in  Book  8820,  Page  322,  as 
shown  on  Lot  133  on  Middleborough  Assessors  Map  U57  on  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  the  Board  shall  determine,  or  act  anything  thereon. 
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ARTICLE  13:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  from  available 
funds,  by  taxation  or  by  borrowing  pursuant  to  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  to 
renovate,  remodel  and  repair  the  Town  Hall  and/or  real  estate  located  at  the 
intersection  of  South  Main  Street  and  Centre  Street  in  Middleborough  described  in 
Book  4693,  Page  159,  and  shown  as  Lot  132  on  Middleborough  Assessors  Map

provided  that  said  sum  may  be  expended  only  if  the  real  estate  is  owned  by  the 
Town,  or  act  anything  thereon.

7.  Establish,  as  briefly  as  possible,  the  goal  of  said  committee.

3.  Work  must  be  performed  by  a  Massachusetts  licensed  plumber  or  a 
Massachusetts  licensed  gas  fitter  and  must  comply  with  all  applicable  codes  and 
shall  be  inspected  by  the  local  authority  having  jurisdiction. 

4.  Any  permit  issued  shall  be  deemed  abandoned  and  invalid  unless  the  work 
authorized  by  it  shall  have  been  commenced  within  one  year  after  its  issuance.

ARTICLE  4:  Voted  by  a  majority  vote  to  amend  the  Town’s  earth  removal  by-law 
adopted  under  Article  7  of  the  1970  Special  Town  Meeting  of  May  28th,  by  deleting 
it  in  its  entirety  and  substituting  therefore  the  following,  the  existing  Earth  Removal 
By-Law  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect  until  the  new  By-Law  is  effective: 

TOWN  OF  MIDDLEBOROUGH  EARTH  REMOVAL  BY-LAW 

Section  1:  DEFINITIONS 

A.  The  term  “earth”  shall  mean  all  forms  of  soil,  including,  but  not  limited  to, 
loam,  sand,  gravel,  clay,  peat,  hardpan  or  rock. 

B.  The  term  “removal”  shall  mean  stripping,  excavating  or  blasting  earth  from 
one  lot  and  carrying  it  away  from  said  lot. 

C.  The  term  “lot”  shall  mean  a  single  parcel  of  land  lying  in  a  single  body  and 
separated  from  contiguous  land  by  property  lines,  street  lines,  or  Town  lines. 

D.  The  term  “property  line”  shall  mean  a  line  separating  land  in  one  ownership 
from  land  in  a  different  ownership,  or  from  other  land  in  the  same  ownership.  A 
municipal  boundary  shall  be  a  property  line. 

E.  The  term  “owner”  shall  mean  the  owner  of  the  land  from  which  earth  is  sought 
to  be  removed. 

F.  The  term  “Board”  shall  mean  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of 
Middleborough. 

Section  2:  SCOPE 

This  By-law  shall  apply  to  all  earth  removal  activities  in  the  Town  of 
Middleborough,  except  as  otherwise  limited  herein. 

Section  3:  PERMITS  REQUIRED 

No  earth  shall  be  removed  from  any  lot  in  the  Town  of  Middleborough  unless  a 
permit  shall  have  first  been  obtained  by  the  owner  from  the  Board  pursuant  to  this 
By-law,  except  as  otherwise  provided  herein.  All  permits  granted  by  the  Board  shall 
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be  subject  to  conditions  which  will  guarantee,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board, 
proper  and  reasonable  surface  drainage  during  and  after  operations  and  reasonable 
re-use  of  available  topsoil.  The  Board  shall  adopt  regulations  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  exhibits,  fees  and  bond  requirements.  The  Board  may  impose  permit 
conditions  or  restrictions  on  any  permit  in  the  best  interest  of  the  Town.  The 
conditions  or  restrictions  related  to  a  permit,  including  the  expiration  date,  shall  be 
clearly  set  forth  on  the  permit. 

No  such  permit  shall  be  issued  until  an  application  therefore  has  been  filed  with 
the  Board  and  the  Board  has  held  a  public  hearing  on  the  application.  Notice  of  the 
filing  of  an  application  and  the  date  and  time  of  the  public  hearing  thereon  shall  be 
advertised,  at  the  expense  of  the  applicant,  in  a  newspaper  in  general  circulation  in 
the  Town,  seven  days  at  least  before  such  hearing  and  by  written  notice  to  the 
Planning  Board,  the  Conservation  Commission,  and  the  abutters.  Following  the 
hearing,  the  Board  may  grant,  grant  in  part,  or  deny  the  application. 

Section  4:  EXEMPTIONS 

The  following  are  exempted  from  the  provisions  of  this  By-law; 

a. )  Any  earth  removal  operations  involving  25  cubic  yards  or  less  per  lot  per  year; 

b. )  Any  earth  removal  operations  involving  800  cubic  yards  or  less  per  acre  on 
lots  of  4  acres  or  less  occurring  in  conjunction  with  work  subject  to  a  valid  Building 
Permit. 

c. )  Any  earth  removal  operations  in  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  a 
subdivision  plan  approved  by  the  Town’s  Planning  Board. 

Section  5:  LENGTH  OF  PERMIT 

A  permit  may  be  issued  for  a  period  of  up  to  three  (3)  years.  At  the  Board’s 
discretion  a  permit  may  be  extended  for  up  to  one  ( 1 )  year  beyond  the  initial  permit 
period.  If  an  Earth  Removal  project  is  not  completed  following  the  initial  period 
plus  any  extension  period,  the  applicant  must  reapply  to  the  Board  for  a  new  permit 
to  complete  the  project.  The  applicant  must  meet  all  By-law  and  regulation 
requirements  in  effect  at  the  time  of  reapplication  for  a  new  permit.  Current  valid 
permits  which  are  in  effect  prior  to  August  1, 1992  may  continue  in  operation  for 
up  to  three  (3)  years  from  the  adoption  of  this  By-law  subject  to  all  conditions  and 
restrictions  of  the  permit  and  Article  7  of  the  May  28,  1970  Town  Meeting  By-law 
requirements  without  applying  for  annual  renewal.  Such  existing  earth  removal 
projects  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  By-law  after  three  years  from  the 
adoption  of  this  by-law. 

A  copy  of  the  Earth  Removal  Order  of  Conditions  must  be  filed  with  the  Registry 
of  Deeds,  at  the  applicants  expense,  as  a  Notice  to  all  that  the  conditions  restrict 
work  on  the  lot  under  the  Permit. 

A  Certificate  of  Completion  must  be  issued  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  at  the 
completion  of  the  project  attesting  that  the  project  was  completed  in  accordance 
with  the  approved  plans.  Issuance  of  the  Certificate  of  Completion  operates  to 
terminate  the  permit.  The  Certificate  of  Completion  must  also  be  filed  with  the 
Registry  of  Deeds  at  the  applicants  expense. 

Section  6:  ENFORCEMENT 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  be  responsible  for  the  administration  and 
enforcement  of  this  By-law.  A  violation  of  a  condition  or  restriction  of  the  permit 
shall  be  a  violation  of  the  By-law.  The  Town  Manager  shall  be  the  Agent  of  the 
Board  for  enforcement  purposes  and  may  issue  a  written  cease  and  desist  order 
requiring  the  immediate  cessation  of  all  work  on  the  permitted  property  if  the  Town 
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Manager  believes  a  violation  of  any  condition  or  restriction  of  the  permit  has 
occurred.  In  the  absence  of  the  Town  Manager  the  Board  of  Selectmen  may 
designate  another  Agent.  The  written  order  shall  specify  the  alleged  violation.  A 
copy  of  the  order  will  be  given  to  the  Board  members  as  soon  as  possible  after  it  is 
issued.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall,  within  three  (3)  weeks  of  the  issuance  of  the 
cease  and  desist  order,  hold  a  public  hearing  to  review  the  facts  and  to  determine 
whether  a  violation  has  occurred.  If  a  violation  is  found,  the  Board,  in  its  discretion, 
may  revoke,  revise  or  modify  the  conditions  or  restrictions  of  the  permit.  The 
penalty  for  violation  of  this  By-law  shall  be  a  fine  of  up  to  $50  for  the  first  offense, 
$  1 00  for  the  second  offense  and  $200  for  each  offense  after  the  second  offense.  Each 
day  of  operation  in  violation  of  the  By-law  shall  be  treated  as  a  separate  offense. 

Section  7:  GENERAL  PROVISIONS 

An  earth  removal  permit  issued  under  this  By-law  shall  not  authorize  a  use  which 
is  not  permitted  under  applicable  provisions  of  the  Town  of  Middleborough  Zoning 
By-law.  No  earth  removal  permit  shall  authorize  screening  or  other  processing  of 
earth  materials  in  a  Residential  Zone.  This  shall  not  be  construed  to  prohibit 
screening  of  earth  on  a  lot  which  is  the  subject  of  an  earth  removal  permit,  in  a 
Residential  Zone,  for  use  on  the  same  lot  to  provide  gravel  for  roadways,  loam  for 
final  grading  and/or  sand  for  bogs. 

Section  8:  SEVERABILITY  CLAUSE 

The  provisions  of  this  By-law  are  severable;  and  if  any  provision  or  application  of 
such  provision  to  any  person  or  circumstances  is  held  invalid  or  unconstitutional, 
this  shall  not  affect  the  remaining  provisions. 

A  motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  amend  Article  5  under  Section  B.  to  read 
“within  a  radius  of  1,000  feet”  was  voted  by  a  majority  vote  declared  by  the 
Moderator. 

ARTICLE  5:  By  a  counted  vote  of  yes,  122  and  no,  91,  it  was  voted  to  adopt  the 
following  By-law: 

A.  The  purpose  of  this  By-law  is  to  ensure  that  the  Town  of  Middleborough, 
representing  its  inhabitants,  can  insure  the  character  of  its  neighborhoods  and  it’s 
community  as  a  whole. 

B.  A  premises  shall  not  be  licensed  under  General  Laws,  Chapter  1 38,  Section  1 5,  if 
the  premises  to  be  licensed  is  within  a  radius  of  1 ,000  feet  from  any  premises  which 
is  licensed  under  said  Section  1 5  unless  the  local  licensing  authority  determines,  in 
writing,  after  a  hearing,  that  the  premises,  if  licensed,  will  not  be  detrimental  to  the 
character  of  the  neighborhood  or  community. 

C.  Radius  shall  be  defined  as  the  distance  measured  in  a  straight  line  from  the  nearest 
point  of  the  existing  licensed  premise  to  the  nearest  point  of  such  requested  premises. 

D.  This  By-law  shall  not  apply  to  an  extension  of  licensed  premises  provided  said 
extension  does  not  exceed  fifty  feet. 

E.  This  By-law  shall  cover  only  premises  for  the  purpose  of  sale  of  all  alcoholic 
beverages,  wines  and  malt  beverages  not  to  be  drunk  on  the  premises  as  identified  in 
Chapter  138,  Section  15. 

F.  Any  person  who  has  been  denied  a  license  under  this  Section  shall  have  the  right 
to  appeal  under  Chapter  138,  Section  67. 

G.  The  provisions  of  this  By-law  are  severable;  and  if  any  provision  or  application  of 
such  provision  to  any  person  or  circumstances  is  held  invalid  or  unconstitutional, 
this  shall  not  affect  the  remaining  provisions. 
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ARTICLE  6;  Voted  by  a  majority  vote  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $6,756.28  from 
available  funds  in  the  Treasury  for  the  purpose  of  funding  the  Athletic  Program  for 
the  Middleborough  School  System  and  to  authorize  the  School  Committee  to 
expend  for  said  purpose. 

Finance  Committee  recommends  favorable  action. 

ARTICLE  7:  Voted  by  a  majority  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  from  taxation  the 
sum  of  One  Hundred  Seventy-four  and  01/100  ($174.01)  Dollars  for  the  purpose 
of  paying  damages  suffered  by  Kimberly  Warren-Gatta  to  her  car  on  August  6, 
1992,  as  a  result  of  a  stone  falling  from  a  D.P.W.  truck. 

Finance  Committee  recommended  unfavorable  action. 

Mr.  Joseph  Ciaglo,  Wastewater  Superintendent,  was  given  permission  to  address 
the  meeting  about  Article  8,  as  he  is  not  a  Middleborough  resident. 

ARTICLE  8:  Voted  by  a  majority  vote  to  transfer  the  sum  of  Seven  Hundred  Seven 
and  94/100  ($707.94)  Dollars  from  the  Wastewater  Department’s  Unreserved- 
/Retained  Earnings  Account  for  the  purpose  of  paying  damages  suffered  by  Ann 
O’Callaghan  to  her  cellar  and  den  on  September  8, 1992,  as  a  result  of  a  sewer  pipe 
leak  due  to  back-up  at  the  street  and  a  damaged  plug. 

ARTICLE  9:  Voted  by  a  majority  vote  to  accept  Chapter  41,  Section  41B  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws,  which  will  authorize  the  Town  Treasurer  to  pay 
employees  of  the  Town  of  Middleborough  by  means  of  direct  deposit. 

ARTICLE  10:  Voted  by  a  majority  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  on 
behalf  of  the  Town  to  enter  into  an  agreement  or  an  amendment  of  an  existing 
agreement  with  the  Town  of  Plympton  on  such  terms  as  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
shall  determine  pursuant  to  General  Laws  Chapter  40,  Section  4A,  for  the  purpose 
of  supplying  water  to  not  more  than  two  dwellings  to  be  located  on  property  at 
Soule  Street  in  Plympton,  Massachusetts,  said  property  being  shown  as  Lot  1  on  a 
plan  dated  December  30, 1986  recorded  in  the  Plymouth  County  Registry  of  Deeds 
in  Plan  Book  30,  Page  810. 

A  motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  call  Article  27  out  of  order  for  the  purpose 
of  hearing  the  reports  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Town  Manager  and  Finance 
Committee  before  Articles  11,  12,  and  13  are  considered  by  Town  Meeting  was 
defeated. 

A  motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  vote  by  secret  ballot  on  Article  1 1  was 
voted  by  a  majority  vote  declared  by  the  Moderator.  After  a  presentation  by  John  F. 
Healey,  Town  Manager,  which  included  a  video  of  the  Town  Hall  and  the 
Middleborough  Trust  Bank  Building,  it  was  voted  by  a  two-thirds  vote  to  limit 
discussion  on  this  Article  to  five  minutes  per  person. 

A  motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  move  the  question  was  unanimously  voted. 

ARTICLE  1 1 :  By  a  counted  vote  of  yes,  1 45  and  no,  1 0 1 ,  it  was  voted  to  authorize 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  accept  of  behalf  of  the  Town  a  gift  of  real  estate,  land  and 
building(s),  located  at  the  intersection  of  South  Main  Street  and  Centre  Street  in 
Middleborough  described  in  a  deed  recorded  in  the  Plymouth  County  Registry  of 
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Deeds  in  Book  4693,  Page  159,  and  shown  as  Lot  1 32  on  Middleborough  Assessors 
Map  U57,  and  real  estate  located  at  Centre  Street  in  Middleborough  described  in  a 
deed  recorded  in  the  Plymouth  County  Registry  of  Deeds  in  Book  8820,  Page  322, 
as  shown  as  Lot  133  on  Middleborough  Assessors  Map  U57,  on  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  the  Board  determines. 

Finance  Committee  recommends  unfavorable  action. 

A  question  on  the  quorum  resulted  in  the  Moderator  declaring  a  quorum  was 
present. 

ARTICLE  1 2:  By  a  counted  vote  of  yes  143,  and  no  28,  to  transfer  the  care,  custody, 
management  and  control  of  the  real  estate  hereinafter  described  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  for  the  purpose  of  leasing  or  renting  all  or  part  of  the  said  real  estate  and 
to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  negotiate  and  execute  a  lease  or  leases,  or 
other  rental  agreements,  with  one  or  more  lessees  or  tenants  with  respect  to  real 
estate  located  at  the  intersection  of  South  Main  Street  and  Centre  Street  in 
Middleborough  described  in  a  deed  recorded  in  the  Plymouth  County  Registry  of 
Deeds  in  Book  4693,  page  1 59,  and  shown  as  Lot  1 32  and  real  estate  located  at 
Centre  Street  in  Middleborough  described  in  a  deed  recorded  in  the  Plymouth

A  motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  postpone  action  for  further  study  to  the 
next  Annual  Town  Meeting  or  Special  Town  Meeting  on  Article  13  was  defeated. 

ARTICLE  13:  Voted  by  a  counted  vote  of  yes,  133  and  no,  20,  to  appropriate  the 
sum  of  Forty  Thousand  ($40,000.00)  Dollars  by  borrowing,  pursuant  to  Chapter 
44  of  the  General  Laws  to  renovate,  remodel  and  repair  the  Town  Hall  and/or 
buildings  sited  on  real  estate  located  at  the  intersection  of  South  Main  Street  and 
Centre  Street  in  Middleborough  described  in  Book  4693,  Page  159,  and  shown  as 
Lot  132  on  Middleborough  Assessors  Map  U57,  and/or  buildings  sited  on  real 
estate  located  at  Center  Street  in  Middleborough  described  in  Book  8820,  Page  322, 
as  shown  on  Lot  133  on  Middleborough  Assessors  Map  U57  provided  that  said  sum 
may  be  expended  to  renovate,  remodel  and  repair  the  buildings  sited  on  the  above 
referenced  real  estate  only  if  such  buildings  and  real  estate  sited  are  owned  by  the 
Town  and  that  the  Forty  thousand  ($40,000.00)  Dollars  be  repaid  from  the 
proceeds  of  the  Lease  or  Leases  for  rental  of  this  property. 

Finance  Committee  recommends  unfavorable  action.

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BUILDING  DEPARTMENT 
1992 


This  department  issued  1071  Permits  and  received  $57,729.25  in  fees  in  1992.  The 
total  value  of  these  permits  was  $1 1,000,328.00. 

Among  these  permits  were  new  business  structures  and  renovations  to  existing 
businesses  to  the  value  of  $1,661,060.00  Most  notable  were  the  Camp  Avoda  Assembly 
Building,  the  Glynn  Electronic  Warehouse,  and  the  new  R.E.A.D.S.  Building  for  new 
structures,  and  extensive  renovations  to  Middleborough  Housing  Authority  buildings  on 
Spencer  Street,  the  Aetna  Life  &  Casualty  Building  on  Bedford  Street,  and  the  Purity 
Supreme  Store  on  West  Grove  Street. 

There  were  103  new  1  -family  dwelling  applications  for  an  increase  of  33  units  over  the 
prior  year’s  number  of  70  dwellings,  a  substantial  increase  in  number  equaling  47%. 

Therefore,  while  there  has  been  increasing  demand  on  the  resources  of  the  department, 
it  has  been  a  privilege  to  serve  the  Town  and  I  look  forward  to  the  challenges  of  the  future 
year.

MIDDLEBORO  CIVIL  DEFENSE 
1992  ANNUAL  REPORT 

This  is  my  tenth  Annual  Town  Report  as  Director  of  Civil  Defense  for  the  Town  of 
Middleboro.  1992  began  with  issuance  of  an  advisory  to  the  residents  of  Middleboro  about 
winter  survival  and  related  matters.  I  continued  to  work  with  Town  Department  heads  by 
updating  them  on  what  surplus  property  has  to  offer.  We  have  found  the  surplus  program  is 
a  good  way  for  the  Town  to  get  office  equipment  in  fair  condition  at  a  low  cost. 

I  worked  with  the  Auxiliary  Police  Department  which  is  in  its  9th  year  as  an 
association.  We  are  fortunate  to  have  men  and  women  who  are  willing  to  donate  their  time 
to  the  Town  of  Middleboro.  The  Auxiliary  Police  Report  can  be  found  near  the  Police 
Department’s  Report. 

We  continued  to  work  in  updating  the  hazardous  material  in  our  town,  which  is  covered 
by  S.A.R.A.  (Superfund  Amendments  and  Reauthorization  Act  of  1986).  Along  with  this 
planning.  Civil  Defense  is  also  responsible  for  hazardous  material  training  for  the  town.  Joel 
Pickering  has  offered  training  to  all  first  responders,  on  a  monthly  program.  We  continued 
to  work  along  with  Jeff  Merritt  Community  Right  to  Know  Officer  to  make  sure  the  residents 
are  informed  about  their  rights  under  S.A.R.A. 

I  attended  the  monthly  meetings  of  the  Civil  Defense  personnel  which  are  sponsored 
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by  the  state  and  federal  Civil  Defense  units.  I  am  also  coordinating  efforts  with  the  American 
Red  Cross,  for  the  preparation  of  natural  disasters.  We  participated  in  the  monthly  R.  A.C.E 
radio  drill  as  well  as  the  bi-monthly  checkerboard  tests. 

As  the  year  ended  we  were  still  working  at  getting  funds  back  from  Hurricane  Bob 
(1991),  when  on  December  12, 1992,  we  were  hit  with  a  storm  that  was  called  the  “Blizzard 
of  ’92".  A  shelter  was  set  up  at  the  Burkland  School  with  the  help  of  many  town  employees 
and  town  residents.  We  had  a  total  of  24  residents  and  with  the  help  of  Red  Cross  everything 
worked  out  great.  After  the  storm  ended,  we  started  getting  ready  to  submit  for  the 
reimbursement  of  funds  from  F.E.M.A.  (Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency)  and 
M.E.M.A.  (Massachusetts  Emergency  Management  Agency). 

In  1993, 1  will  continue  working  in  the  best  interest  of  the  town  by  keeping  myself  and 
town  departments  informed  of  all  new  aspects  of  Civil  Defense  both  state  and  federal. 
Personnel  associated  with  Civil  Defense  will  receive  continued  training  in  radiological 
monitoring,  hazardous  material,  and  other  aspects  of  Civil  Defense. 

Thank  you  for  your  cooperation  in  the  past  and  I  look  forward  for  your  continued 
support  in  the  future.

CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

1992 

Administering  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act  has  occupied  most  of  the  Conservation 
Commission’s  time  in  1992.  Eighty  three  public  hearings  were  held  throughout  the  year  for 
Notices  of  Intent  to  develop  land  and  Requests  for  Determination  of  Applicability  used,  on 
occasion,  to  shorten  hearing  processes.  Forty  seven  permits  were  issued  as  a  result  of  these 
hearings.  We  also  considered  and  issued  30  permits  for  projects  that  have  been  completed  or 
needed  more  time  for  completion. 

We  were  sorry  to  lose  as  members  B  arbara  Frappier,  Judy  Roth  and  Ken  Churchill.  The 
years  of  service  given  by  these  dedicated  individuals  can  not  be  measured  and  there  is  not 
enough  room  in  this  report  to  elaborate  on  all  they  have  accomphshed.  We  welcome  Kermit 
Studley,  Richard  Chamberlin  and  Terrance  Doyle  to  the  Board. 

The  Pratt  Farm  continues  to  occupy  our  time  and  that  of  our  dedicated  volunteers .  Once 
a  month,  the  first  Thursday,  we  hold  meetings  with  all  those  involved  in  the  various  activities 
at  the  farm.  We  have,  again,  enjoyed  a  very  successful  Earth  Day  and  Pratt  Farm  Fall  Festival. 
Girl  and  Boy  Scouts  give  a  great  deal  of  time  and  effort  combining  projects  that  benefit 
themselves  and  the  farm.  This  year  we  are  particularly  grateful  to  an  Eagle  Scout  candidate 
for  installing  a  fence  on  both  sides  of  Stoney  Brook  Pond  farm  road.  We  have  also  issued  23 
group  use  permits  and  29  snowmobile  permits  for  activities  on  the  farm.  The  Commission 
would  greatly  appreciate  any  time  citizens  feel  they  can  donate  to  an  area  of  interest  on  the 
farm. 
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The  Commission  meets  weekly,  on  Thursday  evening,  and  would  like  to  invite  anyone 
interested  in  learning  about  our  function  in  protecting  our  water  supply,  wildlife  habitat, 
wetland  systems  and  open  space  to  attend  these  meetings.

COUNCIL  ON  AGING 
SENIOR  MULTI-SERVICE  CENTER 

I  am  pleased  to  report  to  the  town  and  to  all  interested  persons,  a  brief  account  of 
activities  and  services  provided  to  our  constituents  and  governing  bodies  for  calendar  year 
1992. 


A  “year  of  progress”  best  defines  the  theme  for  our  report  based  upon  a  period  of  18 
months  as  occupants  in  our  magnificent  new  facility  which  continues  to  grow,  not  only  in  its 
ambiance  but  especially  in  service  to  the  town  and  as  a  model  for  the  commonwealth! 

Visitors  old  and  new  alike  as  well  as  participants  continue  to  be  overwhelmed  by  the 
scope  of  services,  presentations  and  staff  dedication  toward  improving  the  quality  of  life  for 
all  who  pass  through  the  gardens  and  portico  into  the  warm  friendly  presence  of  the  building. 

During  the  relatively  short  time  in  which  the  COA  has  occupied  the  site,  great  strides 
have  been  made  toward  achieving  the  original  goals  and  subsequent  need  for  a  larger  facility. 
We  have  accomplished  that  —  and  more! 

New  avenues  of  service  to  elders  at  risk  and  for  caregivers  are  more  in  process  through 
respective  application  to  US  DA  for  authorization  to  become  a  Food  Stamp  Station  which  will 
enable  the  COA  to  offer  new  nutrition  opportunity  to  elders  by  accepting  food  stamps  in  lieu 
of  cash  as  donations  for  congregate  and  home  delivered  meals. 

A  long  term  loan  program  of  emergency  Response  Systems  is  planned  to  be  completely 
in  place  by  mid  1993  which  will  help  elders  and  family  caregivers  cope  with  the  new 
phenomenon  of  problems  being  created  by  longevity. 

Life  can  be  beautiful  but  only  if  it  can  be  made  less  carefree  for  those  who  live  alone 
or  separated  from  their  loved  ones  during  the  day  or  evening  due  to  family  work  requirements. 

The  move  to  have  all  COA  services  accountable  to  the  town  has  proliferated  the  ability 
of  the  COA  to  be  able  to  give  more  assistance  to  the  town  by  freeing  monies,  otherwise 
assigned  to  the  COA  budget,  for  other  departments  who  might  have  suffered  more  severely 
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from  cuts  in  their  FY  91-92  appropriation. 

Middleboro  continues  to  reap  significant  benefit  through  the  efforts  of  Representative, 
Charles  Decas,  Roger  Brunelle  and  the  Director  who  were  instrumental  in  establishing  the 
enabling  legislation  for  An  Act  Establishing  a  Special  Account  in  the  Town  of  Middlebor- 
ough  (Chapter  240  GLM)  which  now  offsets  (63%)  sixty  three  percent  ($191,479)  of  the 
CO  A  operating  budget! 

Key  services  ie  Congregate  and  Home  Delivered  Meals,  Social  Day  Care,  Nutrition 
and  Transf>ortation  are  major  sources  of  revenue  as  a  result  of  participants  use  whose  number 
equal  and  in  many  cases  more  than  double  all  previous  year  records. 

G ATR A  (Greater  Attleboro  T aunton  Transit-Regional  Authority)  continues  t  provide, 
at  a  considerable  saving  to  the  town,  newly  purchased  vans  and  wheel  chair  equipped  mini¬ 
bus,  representing  an  investment  of  over  100  K,  in  a  strong  commitment  to  continue  quality 
service  to  the  towns’  elderly  and  non-elderly  handicapped  citizens. 

The  COA  is  additionally  grateful  to  the  Area  Agency  on  Aging  (OCPC  Inc.)  for  its 
supplemental  medical  out-of-town  transportation  stipends  as  direct  reimbursement  to  our 
volunteer  drivers  who  give  faithful  service  to  those  in  need  of  chemotherapy,  dialysis  and 
other  medical  treatment  or  assessments. 

The  building  has  had  some  HACV  problems  which  now  appear  to  be  nearing  resolves 
through  refinement  and  adjustments  to  the  system  and  related  equipment. 

New  programs  in  our  health  delivery  system  grew  during  the  year  with  the  first  COA 
health  Fair  (the  largest  on  town  record)  as  have  other  screening  services  for  Cholesterol, 
Glaucoma  and  family  support  groups,  all  generously  supported  by  the  town  health  depart¬ 
ment. 


SHARE  (Self  Help  and  Resource  Exchange)  and  SHINE(serving  health  information 
needs  of  elders)  programs  continue  to  give  increased  nutrition  benefit  to  ageless  families  with 
limited  incomes  and  to  elders  who  are  constantly  bombarded  with  changing  regulations 
related  to  health  needs  and  maintenance,  respectively. 

1992  forced  many  families  and  individuals  to  cope  with  traumatic  emergency  situ¬ 
ations  with  limited  opportunity  to  find  helping  resources.  The  COA,  through  the  continued 
generous  support  of  Middleborough  Services  to  Elderly,  Inc.,  is  able  to  provide  an  Emer¬ 
gency  Food  Pantry  throughout  the  year  to  the  growing  stream  of  p>eople  who  many  times  were 
desperately  in  need  of  food;  often  times  down  to  “the  last  can  of  tuna  fish”. 

The  Kiwanis  Club  membership  gave  numerous  hours  of  service  and  gifts  of  equipment 
to  the  COA  kitchen  throughout  the  year,  as  did  Rotaiy  and  Lions  through  their  Christmas  gifts 
of  clothing  to  needy  children  and  the  Sight  Saving/Hearing  Program  of  glasses  and  hearing 
aids  to  eligible  elders. 

Accolades  would  be  appropriate  in  many  other  directions  to  other  town  departments 
ie  Police,  Fire,  DPW  to  name  a  few;  staff,  board  and  individuals  too  numerous  to  mention. 
As  was  the  dedication  of  the  building  to  the  generosity  of  the  people  of  Middleborough,  do 
we  thus  dedicate  all  our  efforts  toward  maintaining  a  model  of  service,  quality  and  pride  to 
which  all  other  communities  may  aspire.

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DEPARTMENT  OF  HEALTH  - 1992 


In  1992,  the  Health  Department  experienced  increased  activity  in  several  area.  Most 
notable  was  the  increase  in  soil  examinations  and  the  Disposal  Works  System  Installation 
Permits,  indicating  a  slight  rise  in  building  activity. 

Our  Public  Health  Nurses  initiated  new  programs  this  year  and  continued  to  provide 
health  education  and  disease  prevention  via  screenings,  clinics  and  assistance  to  our  many 
needy  citizens.  They  logged  in  one  thousand  nine  hundred  forty-three  (1,943)  home  visits  and 
three  thousand  three  hundred  forty-nine  (3,349)  office  and  clinic  visits,  filling  an  increasing 
need  in  our  town. 

For  the  first  time  a  Public  Influenza  Clinic  was  held  at  two  (2)  sites  and  both  were  well 
attended. 

Our  annual  Rabies  Clinic,  co-sponsored  with  the  Pocksha  Canine  Club  was  attended 
by  one  hundred  fifty -eight  (158)  dogs  and  six  (6)  cats.  We  wish  to  stress  the  importance  of 
immunizing  both  cats  and  dogs.  As  of  February  24, 1993,  a  new  law  requires  that  all  cats  six 
(6)  months  of  age  or  older,  must  be  vaccinated  against  Rabies.  Please  assist  us  to  protect  your 
pet  and  your  family’s  health  by  vaccinating  all  dogs  and  cats. 

One  hundred  thirty -nine  (139)  food  related  facility  permits  were  issued.  In  order  to 
assure  that  cleanliness  and  appropriate  food  handling  practices  are  implemented,  it  is 
important  that  we  conduct  semi-annual  inspections  of  all  of  these  facilities.  Random  milk 
collections  were  conducted  to  assure  that  the  milk  sold  to  the  public  was  of  a  wholesome 
quality. 

A  broad  range  of  complaints  involving  public  health,  were  received  throughout  the 
years.  These  included  accumulations  of  rubbish  and  refuse,  air/noise  pollution,  boundary 
disputes,  illegal  dumping,  rodent  problems,  overflowing  septic  systems,  water  (flooding) 
problems,  lead  paint,  insect  infestation,  housing  violations,  food  poisoning  investigations, 
well  water  contamination,  etc. 

Inspections  of  public  and  semi-public  swimming  pools,  annual  inspections  of  family 
type  campgrounds  and  children’s  recreational/residential  camps  were  conducted.  Water 
testing  of  our  ponds  was  performed  during  the  summer  months.  T arming  facilities  were  also 
inspected. 

Seven  hundred  forty-one  (741)  permits  and  licenses  were  issued  by  the  Health 
Department  for  the  Board  of  Health  in  1992  with  a  total  revenue  of  $52,651.56. 

Our  sincere  thanks  to  the  Town  officials,  fellow  employees  and  citizens  of  Middlebor- 
ough  for  their  continued  cooperation,  assistance  and  support.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  NURSE’S  REPORT  - 1992 

In  1992,  the  public  health  nurses  continued  to  encourage  community  involvement  in 
health  education,  health  promotion  and  disease  prevention. 

For  the  first  time,  we  held  a  large  Community  Health  Fair  in  conjunction  with  the 
Council  on  Aging  at  their  new  facility  on  Plymouth  Street.  This  was  a  great  success  with  many 
area  health  exhibitors  present  and  a  very  good  turnout  of  Town  residents  of  all  ages.  We  hope 
to  repeat  this  fair  in  1993. 
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Our  clinic  office  hours  at  the  Town  Hall  have  remained  the  same:  9:00  - 10:00  A.M. 
and  4:00  -  5:00  P.M.,  Monday  through  Thursday  and  9:00  - 10:00  A.M.  and  3:00  -  4:00  P.M. 
Friday,  with  a  steady  increase  in  attendance. 

During  clinic  hours,  children’s  immunizations  are  given  Monday  through  Friday, 
morning  and  afternoon.  Hypertension  clinics  are  held  Monday  and  Wednesday  morning  and 
afternoon  and  Mantoux  testing  (TB)  and  Lead  screenings  are  performed  Monday,  Tuesday 
and  Wednesday,  morning  and  afternoon.  FBD  (fasting  blood  sugar)  screening  is  available  at 
9:00  A.M.  on  Friday.  The  increase  in  Mantoux  testing  is  due  to  the  increase  in  actual  cases 
of  Tuberculosis  found  throughout  the  State. 

Annual  Vision/Hearmg  screening  clinics  were  held  at  all  eight  pre-schools  and  annual 
Influenza  clinics  were  held  at  the  nursing  homes  for  both  residents  and  staff. 

Two  public  influenza  clinics  were  held  this  year  -  one  at  the  VFW  Hall  and  one  at  the 
Council  on  Aging.  Influenza  vaccine  was  also  administered  to  all  School  Department  and 
Fire  Department  personnel  wishing  to  be  immunized.  V  accine  was  also  offered  to  otherTown 
departments  during  regular  clinic  hours. 

This  year,  we  initiated  a  new  MMR  (Measles,  Mumps,  Ruebella)  clinic  in  the  Spring 
at  the  Mayflower  School  to  all  sixth  graders,  as  the  State  now  mandates  that  children  in  this 
age  group  must  receive  a  booster. 

Home  health  supervision  visits  were  made  monthly  to  approximately  eighty  (80) 
elderly  residents,  and  on  a  more  frequent  basis  when  needed.  Personal  care  provided  by  our 
Nursing  Assistant  continued  to  be  very  much  in  demand. 

All  newborn  babies  were  visited  at  least  once  by  our  department  with  follow-up  visits 
when  necessary. 

All  communicable  diseases  were  investigated  and  reported  to  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Health  as  mandated. 

Hepatitis  B  vaccine  was  administered  to  all  members  of  the  Fire  Department  and 
Nursing  Department  this  year. 

As  representatives  of  the  Salvation  Army,  we  continued  to  provide  emergency 
assistance  with  food,  fuel  and  other  necessities.  Once  again,  as  in  past  years,  we  co-ordinated 
the  Ocean  Spray  “Christmas  Angel  Program”  for  one  hundred-twenty  (120)  residents  and 
food  basket  programs  with  the  local  church  groups.  At  Christmas  time.  Salvation  Army 
vouchers  were  given  out  for  toys  in  conjunction  with  Rich’s  Department  Store  to  needy 
children  in  the  area.  Food  baskets  donated  by  T own  employees  to  needy  families  were  greatly 
appreciated,  both  by  recipients  and  this  office.

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DEPARTMENT  OF  WEIGHTS  AND  MEASURES 


This  is  my  seventh  report  as  Sealer  of  Weights  &  Measures. 

During  this  past  year,  593  weighing  and  measuring  devices  were  inspected.  Of 
this  number,  47  were  adjusted,  590  were  sealed,  3  were  not  sealed,  and  none  were 
condemned. 

The  sealing  fees  that  were  turned  in  to  the  Town  Treasurer  for  the  1992  calendar 
year  totaled  $3,996.50. 

During  this  year  I  received  several  complaints  from  consumers  after  they  filled 
their  gas  containers  and  noticed  that  these  gas  pumps  read  a  higher  volume  that  the 
stated  capacity  of  their  containers.  The  results  of  my  investigations  are  as  follows:  1 ) 
the  metal  seals  around  the  adjustment  valves  were  intact;  2)  the  pumps  were  tested 
and  found  to  be  in  proper  working  order;  and  3)  gasoline  containers  used  by  the 
public  are  not  precise  measuring  devices  and  they  tend  to  hold  more  than  the  stated 
capacity  on  them.

sealed,  NS:  not  sealed,  and  C:  condemned  during  the  calendar  year  1992.

FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


As  we  continue  in  hard  times,  I  give  praise  to  Middleborough’s  Firefighters.  Last  year 
they  designed  a  donated  truck  to  be  used  as  a  rescue  vehicle.  The  vehicle  has  performed  well, 
and  the  designing  improved  the  efficiency  and  operation  of  our  rescue  team. 

This  year,  the  firefighters  are  finishing  up  the  re-designing  of  the  old  rescue  truck,  to 
be  used  as  a  dive/  haz-mat/  lighting  truck.  This  unit  will  allow  the  rescue  truck  to  be  used 
exclusively  for  rescue  work.  The  Firemen’s  Association  has  donated  a  generator  and  other 
equipment  to  be  used  on  the  truck. 

The  Department  continues  to  work  on  our  antiquated  ( 1920  vintage)  fire  alarm  system. 
We  are  replacing  wires  and  removing  fire  alarm  boxes  that  prove  to  be  problematic. 
Removing  trouble  boxes  increases  available  power  to  the  rest  of  the  system.  The  fire  alarm 
system  is  at  its  maximum  capacity,  and  we  are  vigorously  pursuing  the  installation  of  a  radio 
controlled  signaling  system.  A  radio  controlled  system  will  allow  businesses  in  the  outer 
districts  to  come  under  the  protection  of  our  municipal  fire  alarm  system. 

The  following  apparatus  is  in  fair  to  poor  condition.  Patrol  car-  E-3  -  Forest  Fire  3  -  and 
the  Chief’s  car.  Consideration  will  have  to  be  given  towards  replacement  in  the  near  future, 
if  not  immediately. 

As  of  1/13/93,  we  have  just  received  new  computer  equipment  graciously  donated  to 
the  Fire  Department  by  the  Peirce  Trustees.  The  computer  equipment  will  improve  our 
record-keeping  capabilities,  and  enable  us  to  respond  to  locations  with  greater  safety  because 
of  rapid  retrieval  of  pertinent  information,  such  as  hydrant  locations  and  hazards  present. 

Department  response  to  Haz/Mat  situations  is  increasing  in  frequency.  With  our 
limited  training  and  equipment,  we  have  succeeded  in  containing  runoff’s  to  date.  I  am 
attempting  to  get  authorization  to  establish  a  Haz-Mat  revolving  account  which  would  enable 
Department  reimbursement  of  expended  funds,  through  M.G.L.  21 -E  billing  of  responsible 
parties.  These  funds  would  enable  us  to  purchase  equipment  to  more  safely  and  efficiently 
handle  the  ever-increasing  Haz-Mat  incidents.  Training  would  also  be  funded  through  this 
revolving  account. 

The  Department  is  presently  down  4  firefighter  positions  due  to  economic  conditions. 
Lack  of  personnel  greatly  affects  our  op>erational  capabilities  to  perform  required  inspections, 
and  provide  South  Middleborough  residents  with  adequate  coverage  of  South  Station. 

The  Peirce  Trustees  also  graciously  funded  Hepatitis  immunization  shots  to  all  of 
Middleborough’s  firefighters,  thereby  providing  them  with  some  aspect  of  protection  when 
exposed  to  body-fluids  while  performing  firefighting  functions. 

The  Fire  Department  has  received  excellent  cooperation  from  other  Town  Depart¬ 
ments  throughout  the  year.

HISTORICAL  COMMISSION 


This  past  year  was  a  productive  one  for  the  Historical  Commission. 

Completion  in  January  of  an  archaeological  survey  sponsored  by  the 
Commission  in  conjunction  with  the  Natural  Resources  Preservation  Committee 
marked  an  important  step  in  the  implementation  of  the  Commission's  long-term 
preservation  strategy  as  drafted  by  the  Southeastern  Regional  Planning  and 
Economic  Development  District  (SRPEDD), 

Conducted  by  Dr.  Curtiss  Hoffman  of  Bridgewater  State  College  and  graciously 
funded  by  the  Peirce  Trustees  and  other  contributors,  the  archaeological  survey 
entailed  the  examination  and  documentation  of  over  5,000  artifacts  made  available 
by  generous  public  and  private  collection,  including  many  local  citizens,  and 
resulted  in  the  identification  of  some  120  previously  unknown  archaeological 
sites. 

Additionally,  Dr.  Hoffman's  survey  provided  the  basis  for  the  development  of 
a  predictive  model  to  assess  the  archaeological  sensitivity  of  any  given  site  within 
the  Town.  In  this  respect,  already,  the  survey  has  proved  an  accurate  and  useful 
planning  tool  for  the  protection  and  preservation  of  the  Town's  vast  and 
historically  invaluable  archaeological  resources. 

A  second  noteworthy  accomplishment  of  the  Commission  this  past  year  was 
its  successful  initiative  to  have  Chapter  40,  Section  8D,  of  the  Massachusetts 
General  laws  amended  by  the  state  legislature.  Originally  proposed  by 
Commission  member  Jane  Lopes  as  a  means  to  safeguard  Middleborough's 
archaeological  sites  from  vandalism  and  looting,  the  amendment,  as  adopted  in 
July,  grants  to  historical  commissions  throughout  the  state  authority  to  exclude 
the  specific  locations  of  known  archaeological  sites  from  public  record.  The 
Commission  was  particularly  pleased  to  have  initiated  such  significant  legislation 
to  help  protect  the  archaeological  resources  of  not  only  Middleborough,  but  the 
Commonwealth  as  a  whole,  from  theft  and  malicious  destructions. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Structure  Demolition  By-law  adopted  by  town 
meeting  in  1991,  the  commission,  in  May,  held  a  public  hearing  relative  to  the 
proposed  relocation  of  a  eighteenth-century  farmhouse  situated  on  Marion  Road. 
By  exploring  several  alternatives  with  the  property  owner,  the  Commission  was 
able  to  preserve  the  structure  intact  on  its  original  site  as  an  historical  and 
architectural  resource  for  future  generations.

AREA  AGENCY  ON  AGING 


As  your  representatives  to  the  Old  Colony  Planning  Council,  Area  Agency  on 
Aging  Advisory  Committee,  we  are  pleased  to  present  this  report  of  the  Area 
Agency’s  activities  for  1992. 

The  Old  Colony  Planning  Council  Area  Agency  on  Aging  is  responsible  for 
administering  Title  III  funds  under  the  Older  Americans  Act.  This  federal  funding 
enables  the  Area  Agency  to  address  the  growing  needs  of  elders  in  twenty-three 
communities  in  southeastern  Massachusetts.  Working  closely  with  local  councils 
on  aging  and  other  community  agencies.  Title  III  funds  are  combined  with  other 
resources  to  develop  and  support  a  broad  range  of  in-home  and  community-based 
elder  services. 

During  FY  1992,  an  estimated  13,000  elders  received  assistance  through  more 
than  twenty-five  nutrition  and  social  service  programs.  The  following  services  were 
funded  in  FY  1992  by  the  Area  Agency: 

•  Senior  center  and  outreach  programs 

•  Home  health  and  respite  services 

•  In-home  mental  health  services 

•  Services  for  deaf,  blind  and  physically  disabled  elders 

•  Transportation  services 

•  Legal  services 

•  Emergency  services 

•  Congregate  and  home  delivered  meals 

•  Services  to  families  and  caregivers 

•  Nursing  home  ombudsman  services 

The  Area  Agency  on  Aging  acknowledges  with  gratitude  the  generous  support 
and  cooperation  of  the  communities  in  the  planning  and  service  area,  especially  the 
local  citizens  who  serve  on  the  Advisory  Committee  chaired  by  Dolores  Kent  of 
Easton.  The  Advisory  Committee,  consisting  of  representatives  from  each  of  the 
communities  served,  assists  the  Area  Agency  in  assessing  elder  service  needs, 
establishing  funding  priorities,  and  selecting  subgrantees  to  provide  the  various  Title 
III  services. 

The  Council  further  notes  with  appreciation  the  work  of  local  boards  and 
commissions,  public  and  private  agencies,  various  institutions  and  individuals  who 
have  cooperated  with  or  otherwise  assisted  the  Council. 
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PARK  DEPARTMENT 


An  eleven  week  program  of  summer  supervised  activities  was  offered  during  the 
months  of  June,  July,  and  August.  Our  basic  program  of  activities  consisted  of  swimming 
lessons,  recreational  and  competitive  swimming,  tennis  lessons  and  competition,  kiddie 
komer,  special  events,  shows,  Olympics,  informal  play,  and  field  activities  which  included 
instruction  and  competition  in  baseball  and  softball,  and  our  popular  1000  Point  Contest. 

The  Park  Department  continues  to  provide  additional  services  to  the  School  Depart¬ 
ment  and  community  groups  in  the  forms  of  facilities  and  equipment  not  only  during  the 
summer  but  also  during  other  seasons  of  the  year.  We  prepare  their  fields  and  purchase  some 
equipment  for  them. 

The  Park  Board  gave  Little  League  permission  to  make  extensive  renovations  at  the 
West  Side  Playground.  It  solves  several  problems:  Little  League  needs  for  fields,  more  use 
of  the  playground,  and  activity  which  makes  for  less  vandalism  and  drinking. 

Concerning  the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act  and  the  Park  Department’s  programs, 
services,  and  activities  being  accessible  to  individuals  with  disabilities:  we  do  not  deliber¬ 
ately  exclude  any  handicapped  persons  from  participation  in  our  programs,  services,  and 
activities.  We  feel  that  our  fields  and  our  facilities  -  except  for  our  main  office  building  -  are 
accessible,  sometimes  upon  request,  for  use  by  handicapped  persons.  Our  swimming  pool 
is  accessible  and  equipped  with  a  lift  for  handicapped  use.  We  welcome  recommendations 
by  the  Handicapped  Commission. 

The  Park  Board  awarded  the  K.  Bartlett  Harrison  Scholarship  to  Carla  Souza. 
Contributions  to  the  Douglas  MacAulay  fund  amounted  to  $850,  not  quite  enough  to  warrant 
a  perpetuating  scholarship  fund.  But  the  Park  Board  decided  to  award  scholarships  from  it, 
with  the  family  also  contributing  annually.  Kacey  Gillen  was  awarded  a  $250  scholarship 
this  year. 

Every  year  we  must  make  emergency  repairs  to  return  water  jets  form  the  filter  to  the 
swimming  pool.  Corrosion  causes  these  jets  to  break  away  from  the  pool  connection  from 
the  return  pipe.  We  must  make  repairs  to  three  of  these  jets  this  spring. 

We  are  grateful  to  the  Peirce  Trustees  and  Boosters  Club  for  their  contributions 
towards  maintenance  projects  and  capital  improvements.

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PLANNING  BOARD 


New  development  proposals  received  by  the  Planning  Board  in  1992  were  reduced 
from  the  previous  8  years,  yet  work  continued  to  keep  the  Board  extremely  busy.  Matters  for 
Board  action  changed  from  new  development  review  and  permitting  to  management  of 
projects  under  construction,  surety  problems  posed  by  bank  insolvency,  modifications  to 
previously  approved  subdivision  and  special  permit  plans  and  Middleborough’s  economic 
development  concerns.  The  Board  received  30  Form  A  petitions  of  which  22  were  approved, 
resulting  in  the  creation  of  56  new  lots,  mostly  for  residential  construction.  The  Board  held 
public  hearings  for  the  modification  of  5  subdivisions  and  rescission  of  1  subdivision  at  the 
owner’s  request.  Two  Scenic  Road  hearings  were  held  and  the  Planning  Board  modified  the 
approval  of  Campanelli  Industrial  Park’s  Master  Special  Permit.  The  developer  of  the  White 
Oak  Island  Adult  Mobile  Home  Park,  now  known  as  Oak  Point,  submitted  a  new  application 
for  a  Special  Permit  for  the  700  unit  park  in  April.  The  Special  Permit  previously  issued  in 
1988  was  invalid  as  aresult  of  significant  project  changes.  The  Board,  after  12  public  hearings 
issued  a  Special  Permit  for  the  780  acre  Oak  Point  project  on  December  15,1 992.  The  Permit 
was  based  on  4  sheets  of  conceptual  plans  with  the  engineering  designs  and  studies  for  the 
Park  all  required  to  be  submitted  when  the  definitive  site  plans  for  the  first  106  units.  Phase 
I,  are  brought  to  the  Board  in  early  1993. 

Two  affordable  housing  proposals  were  submitted  to  the  Town  in  1992.  The  Planning 
Board  presented  extensive  comment  on  both  the  Windsor  Village  and  Center  Place  projects. 

Construction  supervision  of  14  subdivision  roads  continued  through  1992  with  an 
additional  6  streets  being  started.  Economic  problems  in  the  banking  industry  caused  the 
failure  of  2  banks  with  repudiation  of  2  Middleborough  letters  of  Credit  ensuing.  Extensive 
negotiations  with  the  F.D.I.C.,  however,  resulted  in  replacement  surety  being  posted  to 
secure  the  two  affected  roads.  The  Planning  Board  developed  and  implemented  a  new  policy 
of  determining  the  sufficiency  and  stability  of  a  bank  prior  to  acceptance  of  their  Letter  of 
Credit. 

Annual  Town  Meeting  saw  the  passage  of  long  sought  amendments  to  the  Water 
Resources  Protection  District  zoning  Bylaw,  with  which  the  Planning  Board  was  heavily 
involved.  Once  the  Town  wells’  zones  of  contribution  have  been  more  definitively  mapped 
according  to  the  new  State  requirements,  major  revisions  to  this  Bylaw  will  again  be 
necessary. 


Finally,  the  Planning  Board  accepted  the  resignations  of  members  Mary  Jo  Curtis  and 
long  time  clerk  Beverly  Pheanis  with  regret.  William  Garceau  was  appointed  to  serve  for 
Mary  Jo  Curtis  until  the  1993  elections.

Cooperative  Extension  System  was  officially  established  by  an  Act  of  Congress  in 
1914.  It’s  earhest  beginnings  were  the  Morrill  Act  of  1862  which  established  Land-Grant 
Colleges.  Cooperative  Extension  is  a  nationwide  network  of  over  3, 1 00  offices.  Its  practical 
research-based  programs  and  funding  connections  with  the  United  States  Department  of 
,  Agriculture,  the  State  Land  Grant  University  and  county  government  make  it  a  unique 
program.  Extension  offers  a  wide  range  of  educational  opportunities  in  agriculture,  youth 
(4H)  and  volunteer  development  and  critical  issues  that  affect  our  lives. 

In  Plymouth  County  the  outreach  office  is  located  on  High  St.  Hanson.  In  Southeastern 
I  Massachusetts  the  other  main  Cooperative  Extension  Centers  are  located  in  Barnstable 
County  and  at  the  Southeastern  MA  Agricultural  Center  (also  called  the  UMASS  Cranberry 
Experiment  Station)  located  in  Wareham  M  A.  Satellite  offices  are  located  in  Bristol;  Dukes/ 

11  Nantucket  and  Norfolk  Counties.  The  State  Extension  Administrative  offices  are  located  at 
UMASS,  Amherst.  The  Plymouth  County  Cooperative  Extension  office  is  open  8: 30-4: 30 
Mon-Fri.  Currently  the  local  extension  field  staff  consists  of  a  County  Director,  two  4-H 
Youth  Development  Speciahsts,  a  Nutrition/Family  Life  Educator,  and  a  Landscape/Nursery 
Speciahst.  A  federally  funded  Expanded  Food  and  Nutrition  Education  Program  which  has 
I  been  active  in  Plymouth  County  since  1969,  is  run  under  the  auspices  of  Cooperative 
Extension.  Currently,  one  supervisor,  and  three  outreach  educators  work  in  this  program 
conducting  a  very  popular  UMASS  nutrition  education  certificate  courses  in  cooperation

CONCLUSION 


The  323rd.  year  of  the  incorporation  of  the  Town  of  Middleboro  has  now  slipped  into 
the  history  book  and  will  probably  be  best  remembered  by  me,  as  the  year  one  of 
Middleboro ’s  distinguished  citizens  and  long  term  selectmen,  Paul  T.  Anderson  passed 
away.  Perhaps  to  the  citizens  the  most  notable  fact  is  the  continued  recession  in  the  New. 
England  area  which  certainly  has  taken  its  effect  on  government  at  all  levels  as  well  as  the 
private  sector.  This  year  I  will  be  completing  my  26th.  annual  report  as  Chief  of  Police  even 
though  it  seems  to  me  it  was  only  yesterday  that  I  was  appointed  to  this  position.  As  I 
indicated  in  my  last  years  report  the  police  department  remains  at  staffing  levels  below  1972 
with  1992  crime  statistics.  I  will  again  this  year  do  my  best  to  reduce  the  narrative  portion 
of  this  report  in  an  effort  to  reduce  cost  of  printing  the  overall  town  report. 


The  first  item  of  notable  event  for  the  calendar  1992  which  I  submitted  to  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  was  a  request  by  Officer  Joseph  F.  Howley,  IV  to  be  transferred  from  the 
Middleboro  Department  to  the  MBTA  Police  Department  in  Boston.  It  has  always  been  my 
position  if  an  officer  seeks  a  transfer  he  does  so  either  to  better  himself  or  because  he  is 
unhappy  in  the  position  he  holds.  Based  on  this  situation,  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  the  ■; 
town  has  never  disapproved  arequest  for  transfer,  and  his  request  was  approved  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen.  One  of  the  factors  that  contributed  to  this  young  officers  request  was  ther 
continuing  financial  situation  and  since  he  was  the  low  man  on  the  totem  pole,  so  to  speak,  V 
once  the  opportunity  presented  itself  he  felt  he  was  being  offered  a  secure  position  with  the  .

During  the  early  part  of  January,  the  Finance  Committeenotifiedeachdepartmenthead'^  ' 
that  they  would  be  accepting  budgets  and  that  each  budget  presented  to  them  must  be  level  . 
funded  for  fiscal  year  ‘93’.  This  therefore,  is  the  third  year  in  a  row  that  budgets  have  either  4 
been  level  funded  or  imder  funded  from  the  previous  year.  Even  though  the  budget  was  to  : 
be  level  funded  depending  upon  the  cost  of  living  increase  this  would  mean  that  actually  there  ' 
is  a  reduction  in  each  year  that  we  present  a  level  funded  budget.  Further,  this  means  that  since 
no  capital  outlay  items  have  been  allowed  for  the  last  year,  we  continue  to  operate  without  ; 
purchasing  or  upgrading  any  of  the  equipment  used  by  the  department. 


During  March,  as  is  really  no  secret  to  many,  the  purpose  of  the  police  department  is 
the  protection  of  public  safety.  The  protection  of  public  safety  to  different  people  mean 
different  things.  One  of  the  areas  of  public  safety  that  unfortunately  most  police  departments  f 

are  not  able  to  address  is  that  of  crime  prevention.  In  most  instances  we  respond  to  a  particular  I 

offense  after  a  crime  has  been  committed  and  as  the  result  of  demands  placed  upon  the  li 

available  personnel,  have  little  or  no  time  to  address  the  crime  prevention  area.  However,  one  j 

of  our  functions  is  to  address  areas  where  there  would  appear  to  be,  in  the  interest  of  public  o 
safety,  the  need  for  some  sort  of  a  traffic  control.  Often,  as  was  the  case  in  March,  the  i 

department  will  recommend  a  stop  sign,  yield  sign,  or  some  other  control  once  it  is  brought  o 

to  our  attention  that  there  would  appear  to  be  a  hazard.  One  such  area  was  Pine  and  France  p 

Streets,  after  investigating  a  fatal  accident,  it  was  recommended  that  ‘stop  signs’  be  placed  ^ 
at  that  intersection  which  was  subsequently  approved  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  p 


Even  the  Police  Department  must  be  licensed.  In  march  we  received  notification  from 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  show  proof  that  we  had  legally  obtained  a  license  to  store  and 
dispense  flammable  fluids  on  the  police  department  property.  Fortunately,  my  secretary 


ai 
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considers  me  to  be  a  pack  rat  and  I  was  able  to,  from  available  records  to  me,  determine  the 
date,  the  time  that  the  police  department  went  through  the  proper  procedure  to  obtain  a  license 
to  store  and  dispense  gasoline  at  the  police  department  property.  I  have  been  advised  by  the 
fire  department  that  the  state  and  federal  law  requires  that  we  do  further  upgrading  of  the 
underground  storage  tank  located  at  the  police  department  which  looks  like  it  will  probably 
cost  in  the  vicinity  of  a  $1,000.00.  The  current  10,000  gallon  storage  tank  at  the  police 
department  was  installed  in  1987  and  at  the  time  it  met  all  the  state  and  federal  requirements 
for  underground  storage,  however,  a  tank  must  be  upgraded  to  meet  current  federal  and  state 
requirements. 

On  March  18th.  I  requested  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  include  as  an  article  at  the 
annual  town  meeting  a  request  to  regulate  alarms.  Currently  there  are  forty-five  alarms 
connected  directly  to  the  police  department  through  the  dedicated  alarm  panel.  However,  this 
is  only  a  small  portion  of  the  actual  alarms  we  receive  either  via  automatic  dialer  or  central 
alarm  stations.  Over  the  Christmas  holiday  weekend  the  department  responded  to  twenty- 
five  false  burglar  alarms  and  at  the  time  I  wrote  to  the  Selectmen  in  March  18th.  we  had 
responded  to  261  false  alarms  from  January  to  the  March  date.  Obviously,  this  mattCT  has 
become  increasingly  costly  and  disruptive  to  the  department.  To  that  end,  the  Selectmen  did 
place  the  proposed  by-law  on  the  annual  town  meeting  warrant.  It  was  accepted,  it  was 
approved  by  the  Attorney  General  and  became  effective  on  October  1,  1992.  The  Police 
Department  will  enforce  the  by-;aw  starting  January  1, 1993.  We  are  currently  attempting 
to  notify  all  alarm  users  relative  to  the  by-law  itself  and/or  penalties  attached;  anyone  seeking 
that  information  may  contact  the  police  department  directly. 

Throughout  the  year  many  non-profit  agencies  attempt  to  raise  funds  either  through 
road-races,  bicycle  races,  and/or  walk-a-thons.  Most  agencies  contact  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  who  in  turn  grant  them  p>ermission  to  conduct  such  an  event,  usually  after 
notification  to  both  the  p)olice  and  fire  department  chiefs.  Once  we  have  approved  the  various 
events  the  police  department  does  it’s  utmost,  hopefully  without  additional  expenses,  to 
render  whatever  assistance  we  can  to  the  organizations  involved  and  the  participants  in  an 
effort  to  maintain  the  public  safety  of  all  involved.  Some  events  require  little  or  no  assistance 
and  others  require  assistance  as  well  as  in  some  instances  both  regular  and  auxiliary  officers. 

Last  year  in  my  annual  report  I  indicated  that  our  long  time  Prosecutor  Sgt.  Wilfred  J. 
Forcier  had  requested  to  be  reassigned  to  the  uniform  section  of  the  Police  Department.  He 
had  also  agreed  to  continue  as  the  prosecuting  officer  until  such  time  as  a  method  of  replacing 
him  could  be  put  in  place.  In  March  he  notified  me  that  after  due  consideration  he  was 
rescinding  his  request  for  reassignment  and  would  remain  as  the  departments  prosecuting 
officer.  He  has  done  over  the  past  decade  and  continues  to  do  an  excellent  job  in  preparing 
and  presenting  the  police  department  cases  as  well  as  rendering  other  assistance  to  various 
other  town  departments  seeking  complaints  at  the  district  court.  By  his  remaining  as  the 
prosecutor  I  notified  the  Board  of  Selectmen  that  I  was  withdrawing  my  request  for  a  article 
to  be  placed  in  the  town  meeting  warrant  which  would  create  the  position  of  civilian 
prosecutor  within  the  police  department. 

April  1st,  is  the  date  for  annual  reappointments  to  the  various  boards,  commissions  and 
more  specifically  special  police  officers,  matrons  and  other  people  who  are  reappointed  on 
an  annual  basis.  Over  the  years  the  police  department  has  continued  to  maintain  a  list  of 
special  poHce  officers,  though  in  recent  years  we  have  separated  the  group  from  qualified  to 
non-qualified  individuals.  We  continue  to  have,  on  occasions,  difficulties  locating  one  of  the 
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appointed  matrons  to  take  charge  of  a  female  prisoner,  as  required  by  state  statute.  Again  I  i 
use  this  report  for  a  vehicle  to  suggest  to  any  female  willing  to  work  as  a  matron  to  apply 
directly  to  the  police  department.  We  have  this  difficulty  even  though  we  currently  have  nine 
(9)  appointed  police  matrons.  April  1st  is  also  the  date  for  which  the  Selectmen  reappoint  i 

all  the  auxiliary  police  officers  for  the  year.  The  auxiliary  police  force  consisting  of  2  t 

captains,  1  lieutenant  3  sergeants  and  22  auxiliary  police  officers  work  on  holidays  and  i ' 

special  functions  at  no  cost  to  the  community.  Without  these  dedicated  individuals  we  would  i 

be  hard  pressed  to  come  up  with  sufficient  personnel  to  man  the  streets  for  parades  and  other  t 

special  functions  throughout  the  year.  I  [

During  the  month  of  March,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  received  a  complaint  from  a  s 
Raynham  individual  relative  to  the  departments  handling  of  a  motor  vehicle  accident  case  at  i 

the  rotary  circle.  Under  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  with  the  recent  emphasis  that  has  been 
placed  on  drunk  driving,  a  drunk  driver  may  be  charged  under  more  than  one  section  of  the  ! 
law,  which  is  determined  either  by  the  severity  of  the  injury  to  injured  parties,  the  number  of  1 

offenses  previously  committed,  etc.  To  that  end,  the  Raynham  individual  complained  that  i 

the  officer  involved  had  not  properly  charged  the  defendant.  The  Selectmen  initially  referred  |  1 
the  complaint  to  myself,  as  head  of  the  police  department,  and  after  review  of  all  the  reports  i 

and  information  available  to  me  it  was  my  belief  the  officer  had  properly  charged  the  [ 

defendant.  After  a  public  hearing  the  Board  of  Selectmen  determined  that  the  officer  [ 

followed  proper  police  procedure.  The  complainant  objected  to  the  hearing  being  held 
without  their  being  present  and  the  matter  was  again  referred  back  to  me  and  at  that  time  I 
requested  the  District  Attorney’s  office  review  all  the  material  and  after  said  review,  they  j 
notified  me  that  in  this  particular  case  the  officer  had  brought  proper  charges.  [ 

t 

In  early  April  the  Town  Manager’s  office  contacted  me  relative  to  the  possible  re-  a 
construction  of  the  intersection  of  Purchase  Street  and  Chestnut  Street.  At  this  particular  j 
intersection,  probably  through  usage,  a  triangle  had  been  created  in  the  middle  of  the  | 
intersection.  V arious  attempts  had  been  made  to  control  traffic  at  that  particular  location,  the 
last  being  the  installation  of  yield  signs  on  each  of  three  legs  of  the  intersection.  Previously  \ 

I  had  recommended  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  that  Purchase  Street  be  brought  to  a  ‘T”  [ 

intersection  where  it  intersected  with  Chestnut  Street  however,  since  no  construction  was  !  j 
planned  at  the  time  I  made  the  recommendation  it  lay  dormant.  As  the  result  of  the  proposed  j 

resurfacing  of  Chestnut  Street  and  the  agreement  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  j 

Superintendent  and  the  Town  Manager;  Purchase  Street  was  brought  to  a  ‘T”  at  its  i  t 
interseciton  with  Chestnut  Street  and  stop  signs  placed  on  each  of  the  three  approaches  to  the 
intersection.  Residents  in  that  particular  area  have  advised  me  that  the  re-design  of  the 
intersection  has  worked  well.  Obviously  every  time  there  is  a  change  some  people  object,  j 

but  it  would  appear  that  the  re-design  is  in  the  best  interest  of  public  safety  and  has  proven  [ 

so.  d

It  seems  that  over  the  past  several  years  we  have  been  wrestling  with  the  potential  j 

control  of  various  groups  such  as  “Hawkers  and  Peddlers’’  and/or  ‘Transient  Vendors’’.  The  j 

Board  of  Selectmen,  for  as  many  years  as  I  have  been  chief,  had  an  unofficial  regulation  which  , 

would  prohibit  the  door-to-door  sales  after  dark.  In  May  a  group  seeking  to  solicit  took  issue  j 

with  this  informal  regulation  citing  particular  court  cases  which  makes  such  regulations  ] 

constitutional  invalid.  Based  on  this  objectioni  notified  the  Board  of  Selectmen  that  we  could  ^ 

no  longer  restrict  solicitations  to  working  hours  or  prohibit  them  after  dark.  In  the  event  a  ^ 

resident  desires  not  to  have  individuals  solicit  their  homes  after  dark,  I  would  recommend  that  p 

they  properly  post  their  property  with  signs  indicating  either  “No  Trespassing’’  or  “No  j 

Solicitations’’,  since  we  appear  to  no  longer  be  able  to  regulate  this  type  of  canvassing  or  |  i

solicitations. 


Over  the  years,  if  you  follow  cable  and/or  the  local  printed  media  you  probably  note 
that  on  occasions  there  are  grievances  filed  by  the  local  police  union.  In  way  of  explanation, 
the  grievance  procedure  is  included  in  the  police  contract  and  whenever  the  union  is  unhappy 
with  a  decision  made  by  the  Administrative  Personnel  of  the  Police  Department  they  have 
a  contractual  right  to  file  a  grievance;  that  is,  if  the  practice  violates  any  provision  of  their 
contract.  The  grievance  procedure  is  divided  into  several  steps,  two  steps  which  are  at  the 
police  department  level  and  two  steps  outside  with  one  being  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  fourth  being  with  the  Board  of  Arbitration  and  Conciliation.  Many  grievances  are 
settled  within  the  police  department  at  either  step  one  or  step  two  of  the  grievance  procedure. 
This  procedure  is  only  part  of  the  intricacies  of  managing  the  police  department. 

On  June  3rd,  I  requested  the  Board  of  Selectmen  reinstate  former  police  officer  Peter 
J.  Andrade  who  had  been  laid  off  in  1991.  Mr.  Andrade  was  reappointed  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  fill  the  vacancy  that  was  created  with  the  transfer  to  the  M.B.T.A.  of  Joseph 
Howley.  I  had  not  requested  the  position  be  filled  pending  the  outcome  of  the  annual  town 
meeting  to  determine  whether  or  not  it  would  be  necessary  to  eliminate  another  full  time 
position.  The  town  meeting  having  passed  the  budget  by  this  time,  Peter  Andrade  was 
reappointed  to  fill  the  existing  vacancy. 

In  June  I  attended  the  International  Association  Chief  of  Police  Advisory  Committee 
on  highway  safety  as  an  appointed  member  of  that  committee.  This  committee  works  very 
closely  with  the  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration,  Department  of  Transpor¬ 
tation  in  an  advisory  capacity.  I  was  honored  to  be  reappointed  to  that  committee  for  an 
additional  three  year  term.  The  committee  has  three  meetings  a  year,  one  in  the  Spring,  one 
in  the  summer  and  one  at  the  annual  conference  in  October. 

On  June  1 7th,  I  advised  the  Board  of  Selectmen  that  the  extra  detail  revolving  account 
had  been  expended  and  therefore  I  was  unable  to  meet  the  contract  obligations  to  pay  police 
officers  for  details  worked  in  their  next  weekly  pay  check.  There  were  several  large  balances 
due  us  as  the  result  of  work  being  performed  on  state  projects.  As  a  result  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  voted  to  bill  details  on  a  twenty  day  basis  rather  than  a  monthly  basis  with  interest 
adhering  at  the  end  of  the  twenty  days.  Once  the  large  checks  were  received,  there  has  not 
been  any  further  problem  with  the  account  for  the  remainder  of  the  calendar  year. 

In  June,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  received  a  complaint  relative  to  an  alleged  violation 
of  the  taxi  cab  rules  and  regulations  of  the  To  wn  of  Middleboro.  I  was  contacted  by  the  owner 
of  the  larger  taxi  cab  company  in  town  advising  that  he  was  in  the  process  of  converting  some 
of  his  taxi  cabs  to  “hvery  vehicles”,  which  had  been  done  in  the  city  of  Taunton  and  several 
other  communities  surrounding  us.  They  questioned  me  as  to  whether  or  not  it  would  be 
allowable  and  I  suggested  that  he  contact  the  Board  of  Selectmen  since  they  were  the 
licensing  agent.  After  receiving  the  complaint  the  Board  requested  I  respond  to  them  in 
writing  with  some  comments  and  recommendations  which  I  did  after  contacting  the  Registry 
of  Motor  Vehicles  to  determine  the  difference  between  a  ‘taxi’  and  a  private  ‘livery’  vehicle. 
The  basic  difference  between  the  two  is  that  the  private  ‘livery’  is  rented  only  from  a  garage 
or  a  residence  of  the  owner  and  cannot  be  displayed  at  a  so-called  stand  nor  can  it  be  hailed 
down  by  an  individual  seeking  a  ‘taxi’.  Theprivate  ‘livery’  vehicle  is  also  assigned  a  regular 
passenger  car  plate  rather  than  the  distinctive  taxi  plate.  After  review  of  this  matter,  it  was 
determined  that  this  could  properly  be  done  as  long  as  the  taxi  vehicle  was  retained  for  the 
basic  taxi  business.  Residents  will  note  some  vehicle  appearing  to  be  taxis  have  standard

plates  on  them  and  others  have  the  distinctive  taxi  plates.  The  operator  of  livery  type  vehicle 
may  not  stop  and  pick  up  passengers  with  the  old  common  call,  ‘TAXI”. 

In  June  the  Board  of  Selectmen  received  a  complaint  relative  to  an  incident  involving  | 
the  animal  control  officer.  Bill  Wyatt.  Mr.  Wyatt  had  responded  to  an  unleashed  and  stray  j 
dog  at  a  Wareham  Street  residence,  picked  up  the  animal  and  placed  it  in  the  vehicle  and  while  | 
in  the  vehicle  the  animal  passed  away.  Bill  Wyatt  has  been  the  animal  control  officer  since  \ 
1 975  and  I  do  not  believe  any  one  single  person  in  this  town  has  more  compassion  for  animals 
than  he  does.  Though  the  animal  had  been  left  in  the  animal  control  vehicle  for  a  period  of 
approximately  one  hour  it  had  been  watered  and  adequate  ventilation  had  been  provided  by  | 
open  windows  and  for  some  reason,  unknown  to  us,  the  dog  succumbed  after  having  been  " 
transported  to  one  of  the  local  veterinary  hospitals.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  held  a  couple  ..  i 
of  hearings  relative  to  this  matter  and  as  I  indicated  to  them  in  my  communication  to  them,  ' i 
I  have  the  utmost  confidence  in  Bill  Wyatt  as  the  animal  control  officer  and  unfortunately  to 
coin  the  old  cliche,  ‘‘if  we  didn’t  make  mistakes  there  wouldn’t  be  erasers  on  pencils”.  I  am  I 
certain,  as  long  as  Bill  Wyatt  is  the  animal  control  officer  this  type  of  incident  will  not  be 
repeated. 

In  July  the  Board  of  Selectmen  requested  that  the  agents  for  the  licensing  authority  ; 
imder  Chapter  138  (Liquor  Licensing  Statute)  inspect  the  licenses  to  determine  the  current  . 
status  of  each  license.  Based  on  that  request  I  caused  officers  to  inspect  all  liquor  , 
establishments  operating  in  the  Town  of  Middleboro  during  the  week  end  of  July  3 1  to  August 
1  and  determined  of  the  four  (4)  beer  and  wine  licenses  all  were  currently  operating,  of  the 
twelve  (12)  all  alcoholic  common  victuallers  licenses  -  eleven  (11)  of  the  twelve  (12)  were 
functioning.  Officers  determined  that  one  establishment  had  closed  and  in  fact  there  was  a  i! 
For  Sale  sign  on  the  property.  Of  six  (6)  package  goods  licenses  all  six  (6)  were  open  an  S 
operating  and  finally  of  the  five  (5)  club  licenses  all  five  (5)  were  found  to  be  functioning 
within  their  normal  hours  and  in  each  of  the  aforementioned  cases  the  licenses  were  properly 
displayed.  ! 

In  August  I  recommended  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  that  they  eliminated  parking  on 
both  sides  of  Peirce  Street  based  on  the  recent  library  reconstruction  which  had  been  creating 
a  problem  on  Peirce  Street.  It  became  increasingly  evident  that  it  was  difficult  to  traverse  the  I 
street  even  with  parking  only  on  one  side  since  there  would  be  approximately  only  1 5'  to  16'  | 
width  with  cars  parked  on  one  side  of  the  street.  Though  the  Board  originally  adopted  the  i 
recommendation  as  approved  by  the  Fire  Chief  and  the  DPW  as  being  in  the  best  interest  of  i 
public  safety  the  Board  later  rescinded  its  vote  after  having  been  contacted  by  a  number  of  , 
residents  on  the  street. 


On  August  10th,  I  requested  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  decertify  the  Middleboro 
Dispatcher  union  which  had  been  in  existence  for  several  years.  You  may  recall  that  on  June 
30, 1990  the  dispatchers,  as  part  of  a  budget  reduction,  were  laid  off.  The  contract  with  the 
dispatchers  union  expired  on  June  30, 1992  and  since  there  were  no  longer  any  dispatchers 
at  the  police  department  and  there  certainly  are  no  plans  to  re-hire  dispatchers  at  the  current 
time,  I  requested  that  the  Labor  Relations  Board  be  contacted  to  decertify  the  Dispatchers 
Union.  The  last  information  I  had  was  that  this  matter  had  been  referred  to  the  Town’s  labor 
attorney  and  I  currently  have  no  information  as  to  whether  the  request  has  been  forwarded : 
to  the  Labor  Relations  Board.  ^ 

In  September  I  notified  the  Board  of  Selectmen  that  I  again  would  be  attending  the  two  t 
police  chiefs  conferences  that  being  the  New  England  Association  of  Chiefs  of  Police  at  j 
Dixville,  New  Hampshire  September  20  thru  September  23  and  the  I.A.C.P.  Conference  in  * 
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Detroit,  Michigan,  October  22  thru  October  29  inclusive.  I  currently  serve  as  the  first  vice 
president  of  the  New  England  Association  of  Chiefs  of  Police  and  will  be  its  president  in 
1993-1994.  Both  conferences  are  attended  at  my  own  expense  and  as  I  have  indicated  in  other 
years  I  feel  the  conference  attendance  is  well  worth  the  funds  expended. 

The  Plymouth  County  Retirement  Association  notified  us  that  Police  Officer  Ronald 
R.  Bernier,  who  has  been  on  injured  leave  since  January  15, 1989,  would  be  retired  by  that 
association  effective  September  20, 1992.  Ronald  Bernier  was  injured  in  a  cruiser  accident 
on  January  15, 1989  and  was  retired  as  aresultof  that  injury  received.  Ronald  served  as  police 
officer  for  the  Town  of  Middleboro  since  March  13, 1967  or  slightly  over  25  years.  We  wish 
him  the  best  in  his  retirement. 

As  the  result  of  Ronald  Bernier’s  retirement,  on  September  25, 1  recommended  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  that  we  rehire  Timothy  G.  Needham  to  fill  the  vacancy.  Timothy 
Needham  had  served  as  a  police  officer  for  the  Town  of  Middleboro  from  May  4, 1987  until 
his  position  was  eliminated  at  the  199 1  annual  town  meeting  and  he  was  laid  off  effective  July 
1, 1991.  Officer  Needham  had  previously  indicated  that  he  was  willing  to  accept  reinstate¬ 
ment  to  his  former  position,  that  of  police  officer  with  the  Town  of  Middleboro.  Needham 
was  a  fine  well  qualified  officer  and  we  were  happy  to  have  him  return. 

I  have  been  notified  by  the  Peirce  Estate  Trustees  that  after  many  years  of  discussion 
they  will  be  providing  the  necessary  funds  to  computerize  the  records  at  the  police 
department.  Roger  Bumelle,  the  data  processing  supervisor,  is  in  the  process  of  working  out 
the  package  and  funding  mechanism  with  them  so  we  look  forward  in  1993  starting  to  build 
a  data  base  for  computerized  dispatch  as  well  as  computerized  records.  My  personal  thanks 
to  the  Peirce  Trustees  for  their  continued  support  of  the  efforts  of  the  police  department.  As 
anote,  the  computerization  will  work  into  the  eventual  implementation  of  the  “Enhanced  911 
Emergency  System”. 

In  December  a  number  of  residents  petitioned  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  request  the 
Massachusetts  Highway  Department,  formally  the  Massachusetts  DPW,  to  install  working 
traffic  signals  at  the  intersection  of  Wood  Street  and  East  Grove  Street  (Rt.  28).  We  continue 
in  an  effort  to  have  the  Massachusetts  Highway  Department  approve  a  permit  to  install  traffic 
signals  at  the  Middleboro  Crossing  shopping  complex  and  the  back  entrance  to  the 
Mayflower  Burkland  School  complex.  Hopefully,  this  will  be  accomplished  before  someone 
is  seriously  injured  at  the  Middleboro  Crossing  location. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  sincere  and  personal  appreciation  to 
all  the  departments  personnel  and  the  department  heads  that  interact  with  us  on  a  daily  basis 
throughout  the  year.  It  is  through  this  cooperative  effort  and  sharing  of  information  that  the 
Town  of  Middleboro  continues  to  survive  and  provide  necessary  services  to  our  citizens 
through  these  difficult  financial  times.  Even  with  a  reduced  number  of  personnel,  it  is 
mybelief  that  the  police  department  has  provided  excellent  service  to  the  Town  of  Middle¬ 
boro  and  its  inhabitants.

Annual  Report  1992 


The  dedication  of  the  renovation  and  addition  of  the  library  on  June  13,  1992  was  the 
culmination  of  the  hopes  and  dreams  of  many  people  over  many  years.  Lt.  Governor  Cellucci, 
keynote  speaker,  author,  William  Martin,  state  and  town  officials,  library  patrons  and  friends 
all  celebrated  the  occasion  with  the  help  of  school  bands  and  choruses.  Boy  Scouts,  and 
spectacular  balloon,  banner  and  floral  decorations. 

Thank  you  to  all  those  who  served  on  the  Dedication  Day  Committee,  the  Building 
Committee  and  the  Fundraising  Committee. 

Thanks  to  the  80  adult  and  the  120  fifth  graders  who  moved  books  and  furniture  in 
February.  Men  in  the  Department  of  Public  Works  moved  furniture  more  than  once! 

The  library  is  grateful  to  the  Plymouth  Savings  Bank  for  storing  furniture  and  to  Jack 
Lucas  for  storing  books  for  one  year. 

The  landscaping  was  taken  on  as  an  Eagle  Scout  project  by  Sean  Bowker.  Thanks  to  him 
and  his  helpers. 

The  competent  and  dedicated  staff  made  the  two  transitions,  to  automation  and  the  new 
building,  look  easy.  Their  work  is  gratefully  acknowledged. 

Handicapped  accessibility,  climate  control  and  plenty  of  space  are  all  important  parts 
of  the  new  library. 

Circulation  statistics  show  that  23  %  more  books  were  borrowed  from  June  to  December 
1992  as  over  the  same  period  in  199 1 .  There  have  been  45  meetings  held  in  the  new  meeting 
room  during  that  period.  Usage  of  the  library  has  increased  while  the  number  of  staff  hours 
first  were  reduced  17%,  and  then  have  remained  level  over  the  past  two  years. 

The  library  did  not  meet  all  the  state  minimum  standards  because  of  a  low  budget.  But 
because  the  library  was  not  cut  unfairly,  it  was  granted  a  waiver  and  remained  certified.  This 
meant  that  a  grant  of  $17,835  was  awarded  with  the  pemiission  to  apply  for  other  grants. 

Technical  Services  (Danielle  Bowker,  Head,  Tech.  Services) 

At  the  close  of  1992,  nearly  all  of  our  holdings  have  been  added  to  the  ABLE  database.  Since 
much  time  was  spent  on  this  task,  and  because  of  budget  cuts,  fewer  books  were  added  than 
in  past  years.  With  the  help  of  volunteers,  1993  will  see  a  turnaround  in  this  number. 

An  ABLE  terminal  was  placed  in  the  High  School  Library  for  the  use  of  students  and 
teachers. 

Reference/Adult  Services  (Betty  Brown,  Librarian) 

Reference  services  this  year  were  heavily  used.  With  expanded  seating  and  more  accessible 
shelving,  the  staff  logged  2,020  requests,  nearly  twice  the  total  of  the  previous  year. 

A  “Job  Comer”  was  instituted  for  quick  access  to  books  and  videos  on  job  searches, 
interviews,  resumes  and  related  topics.  There  is  also  a  weekly  job  posting  list  from  the  State 
Department  of  Employment  and  Training. 

Youth  Services  (Marilyn  Pope,  Librarian) 

There  were  1 27  programs  attended  by  2,797  people  during  the  year,  which  is  an  86%  increase 
in  attendance.  TTie  Summer  Reading  Program  attracted  313  participants  who  read  or  had  read 
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to  them  6,753  books. 

The  circulation  in  the  Children’s  Library  is  48%  of  the  library’s  total  circulation  while 
the  children’s  collection  is  24%  of  the  library’s  total  holdings.  45%  of  all  card  registrations 
are  for  children  and  young  adults. 

It  has  been  a  wonderfully  successful  year  in  an  exciting  new  building,  and  aU  done  on 
level  funding,  but  with  a  much  larger  area  to  cover  and  much  greats  usage. 

Board  of  Trustees  (  Elinor  Trainer,  President) 

Every  member  of  the  Board  was  heavily  involved  in  the  construction  and  fundraising  project. 
At  the  same  time,  revision  of  old  policies  and  drafting  of  new  library  policies  were 
accomplished. 

A  new  Trustees’  Manual  was  compiled;  procedures  and  job  descriptions  were  revised. 
A  new  Mission  Statement,  Goals  and  Objectives  were  approved. 

The  trustees  look  forward  to  better  municipal  funding  so  that  the  library  can  fulfill  all 
the  Goals  and  Objectives  for  the  next  three  years. 

Friends  of  the  Library,  Inc.  (Liz  Elgosin,  President) 

Members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  are:  Liz  Elgosin,  President,  Jeff  Green,  Vice  President, 
Marie  Briggs,  Treasurer,  Jon  Bradley,  A1  Stevens,  Mary  Ann  Shurtleff,  Margaret  Korpinen, 
Sam  Ryder,  Michele  Grenier. 

The  Friends  gave  $87, 000  for  the  building  fund  to  the  town  through  fundraising  efforts 
this  year.  The  remainder  will  be  given  in  1993. 

The  Book  Sale,  the  Plant  Sale,  the  Bake  Sale  and  the  Road  Race  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Library  earned  $2,800. 

Thanks  to  EPIC  for  the  donation  from  the  Filene’s  Charity  Sale. 

New  members  were  added  to  the  Board:  Welcome  to  Margaret,  Sam  and  Michele! 

Sponsorship  of  Library  Programs  included:  “Let’s  Hear  It  For  the  Children,’’  The 
Summer  Reading  Program,  and  all  the  children’s  programs  during  the  year. 

“Library  Lines’’  a  monthly  newsletter,  was  begun  in  September  and  is  mailed  to  all  who 
request  it. 

Staff 

Sara  McKee,  library  clerk,  resigned  in  September  to  take  in  a  full-time  job  as  a  school 
librarian.  Stephanie  Miele,  former  Burkland  School  Librarian,  was  hired  to  replace  her:  The 
Children’s  Library  has  benefitted  from  the  expertise  of  both  women. 

Volunteers 

Nine  hundred  volunteer  hours  have  been  logged  in  1992.  The  SHARE  program  has 
benefitted  the  library,  as  well  as  other  kinds  of  Community  Service  programs.  Thank  you  to 
all  the  volunteers  who  have  freely  given  their  time.  It  is  appreciated. 

Grants  and  Gifts 

The  Peirce  Trustees  continue  to  donate  the  New  York  Times  on  microfilm.  Funds  were  also 
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given  for  the  Tom  Thumb  Portrait  restoration. 

A  pass  to  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  is  given  by  the  Lions  Club  of  Middleboro. 

The  Massachusetts  Arts  Lotteiy  Council  awarded  grants  for  portrait  restoration,  Marc 
Brown,  children’s  author  program,  and  the  Storytelling  Festival  in  1993. 

A  grant  from  A  &  E  Cable  Network,  applied  for  by  Continental  Cablevision,  provided 
a  VCR,  monitor  and  videos. 

Bookmarks  donated  by  the  Mayflower  Cooperative  Bank,  library  card  holders  by 
Rockland  Trust  Company,  books  and  magazines  donated  by  citizens,  all  made  a  difference 
in  the  quality  of  service. 

Now  that  the  new  building  is  finished,  and  the  automation  system  is  installed,  the  library 
is  positioned  to  serve  as  Middleborough’s  “People’s  University’’  now  and  in  the  future.

Residents  of  Middleborough 

I,  William  R.  Wyatt,  hereby  submit  my  17th.  annual  report  as  Animal  Control  Officer 
for  the  Police  Department  for  calendar  year  ending  December  31, 1992. 


This  year  was  an  extremely  trying  year  having  worked  7  days  a  week  or  365  straight 
days  without  any  time  off.  I  was  extremely  thankful  to  the  Finance  Committee  for  finding  a 
way  of  funding  from  my  budget,  monies  to  transfer  to  hire  a  part  time  person  to  clean,  feed 
and  water  the  dogs  especially  on  weekends.  A  special  thanks  to  them. 


There  were  2,883  animal  complaints  that  were  investigated  with  reports  filed  at  the 
Police  Station.  This  was  an  increase  of  573  from  1991 .  People  still  complain  when  they  call 
my  office  and  I  am  not  there.  This  is  why  I  have  a  answering  machine.  PLEASE  USE  THE 
ANSWERING  SERVICE.  UNLESS  AN  EMERGENCY  AND  THEN  CALL  THE 

POLICE  DEPARTMENT.  I  do  return  every  caU  that  I  receive.  However,  when  I  do  not 
answer  the  phone  I  am  on  a  call  in  a  section  of  town  and  each  call  takes  time.  Please  be  patient 
with  me.... 


PLEASE  REMEMBER  to  license  your  dog(s)  on  July  1st.  of  each  year.  All  dog’s  six 
(6)  months  or  older  must  have  proof  of  rabies  shots  as  well  as  neutered  or  spayed  dogs  needing 
a  certificate  from  the  veterinarian  stating  same. 

I  went  to  court  with  43  town  residents  who  never  responded  to  the  notices  they  received 
regarding  the  licensing  of  their  dogs  which  added  the  burden  of  added  monies  they  needed 
to  pay  in  late  fees,  court  fines,  along  with  lost  time  from  work.  This  could  all  have  been 
prevented  if  a  dog  was  licensed  on  time  or  especially  when  a  reminder  went  out  before  court 
action  even  begins. 

IMPORTANT  -  NEW  LAW:  Under  Chapter  140  Section  145B  requires  all  dogs  and  cats 
over  the  age  of  6  months  of  age  or  older,  be  vaccinated  for  rabies.  Upon  receiving  a  rabies 
vaccination,  the  veterinarian  shall  issue  a  tag  and  said  tag  shall  be  secured  by  the  owner  to 
the  collar  or  harness  of  said  cat  or  dog.  The  law  also  states  that  any  cat  or  dog  being  accepted 
into  an  animal  hospital  must  have  proof  of  a  current  vaccination  against  rabies  or  if  the  owner 
is  unable  to  show  proof  it  must  be  vaccinated  prior  to  its  discharge  from  a  hospital.  It  carries 
a  $50.00  fine  and  is  in  effect  on/about  February  24,  1993. 

There  were  43  bites  that  were  investigated  with  reports  filed  at  both  the  Police 
Department  and  the  Health  Department,  Town  Hall.  All  of  the  animals  involved  with  bites 
were  quarantined  for  a  10  day  period. 

Be  a  responsible  pet  owner,  remember  in  most  cases  a  pet  does  not  choose  you,  you 
choose  them  so  take  the  responsibility  that  goes  along  with  that  and  have  your  animal  spayed 
or  neutered  and  confined  to  your  residence  to  prevent  them  from  getting  hit,  lost  or  picked 
up.  All  dogs  picked  up  are  checked  for  identification  and  if  the  owners  are  known  we  contact 
them  to  come  and  pay  a  fine  of  $10.00  for  ‘violation  of  the  leash  law’  plus  $5.00  a  day  board. 
All  the  fees  collected  are  turned  over  to  the  Town  Treasurer  with  records  of  same. 

If  you  are  looking  for  a  good  dog,  please  make  an  appointment  to  come  and  view  the 
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dogs  at  the  pound;  we  usually  have  a  number  of  dogs  that  will  be  just  what  you  are  looking 
for. 


As  always,  before  I  end,  I  would  be  remiss  if  I  did  not  mention  certain  people,  who 
through  their  unselfishness  and  devotion  to  animals  have  helped  make  my  job  easier  namely: 
Dr.  David  Johnson,  his  family  and  his  staff  who  are  always  there  to  help.  To  Corporal 
Mathison  of  the  Law  Enforcement  Division  of  the  Massachusetts  Society  of  Prevention  of 
Cruelty  to  Animals,  who  is  always  there  to  offer  his  expertise  to  the  investigations  and 
prosecutions  of  people  who  see  fit  to  abuse  animals.  To  the  many  residents  of  the  town  who 
make  donations  of  food,  treats  and  blankets  all  year  to  the  dogs.  To  the  girls  at  the  police 
station  who  are  always  there  to  assist  me  at  any  time  -  THANKS  GIRLS.

Self  Help,  Inc.,  is  greater  Brockton’s  and  Attleboro’s  anti-poverty  agency  dedicated 
to  improving  the  quality  of  life  of  limited-income  individuals  and  families,  and  making  all 
segments  of  the  community  responsive  to  the  needs  of  the  limited-income,  disadvantaged  and 
minority. 

During  the  program  year  ending  September  30,  1992,  Self  Help  received  a  total 
funding  of  approximately  $9.4M  and  provided  direct  services  to  42,641  limited- income  ' 
households  in  the  area. 

48  MIDDLEBORO  households  received  direct  services  totaling  $73,628  during  the 
program  year  1992. 

The  total  funding  of  $9,387,675  does  not  tell  the  real  value  of  human  services  delivered 
to  the  area  as  a  whole.  Self  Help’s  funding  enabled  us  to  mobilize  an  additional  $2,549,61 1 
of  other  community  resources,  such  as  contributions  from  the  towns  and  volunteers.  The 
gross  value  of  Self  Help  during  the  past  program  year  was  $1 1,937,286.

Self  Help  currently  employs  200  individuals,  many  of  whom  are  of  limited  income  and  4' 
minorities.  h 

We  feel  that  the  program  year  10/1/91  through  9/30/92  was  a  successful  one  for  us  and  1 
very  helpful  to  our  limited-income  population.

REPORT  TO  THE  TOWN  OF  MIDDLEBOROUGH  FROM  THE  COM¬ 
MISSIONERS  OF  THE  SOUTHEASTERN  REGIONAL  PLANNING 
AND  ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT  DISTRICT 

The  Southeastern  Regional  Planning  and  Economic  Development  District  continued  to  serve 
the  Town  of  Middleborough  during  1992.  SRPEDD  (pronounced  sir-ped)  is  a  locally  run 
regional  agency  serving  southeastern  Massachusetts. 

It  continues  to  be  a  difficult  period  for  local  government  in  Massachusetts  with  the  fiscal  crisis 
and  the  economic  recession  providing  double  trouble  for  the  region.  We  spent  a  considerable 
part  of  1992  on  these  two  issues,  working  on  regional  approaches  to  both  problems. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Town  of  Middleborough  was  represented  on  the  SRPEDD 
Commission  by  Joseph  Walker  for  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Mary  Jo  Curtis  and  J. 
Nathaniel  Hailey  for  the  Planning  Board.  The  Joint  Transportation  Planning  Group 
representative  was  Joseph  Walker. 

Some  of  SRPEDD ’s  more  significant  accomplishments  in  1992  were: 

•  Completion  and  certification  of  the  annual  Transportation  Improvement  Program  (TIP)  and 
Overall  Economic  Development  Program  (OEDP)  which  set  regional  priorities  on  federal 
and  state  grants  for  transportation  and  economic  development  projects. 

•  Staffing  of  the  South  Eastern  Economic  Development  (SEED)  Corporation,  which  makes 
loans  to  small  businesses  for  expansion.  In  1992,  SEED  approved  loans  to  15  small 
businesses  in  the  amount  of  $2  million.  These  loans  are  projected  to  create  87  new  jobs  and 
will  result  in  the  investment  of  over  $3.5  million  from  private  sources. 

•  SRPEDD  reviewed  the  environmental  impact  of  larger  development  projects  in  the  region 
to  insure  that  potential  harmful  impacts  will  be  addressed.  This  year,  we  reviewed  28  such 
projects,  commenting  on  the  impact  on  traffic,  water  supply,  sewage  disposal,  wetlands,  and 
other  development-related  issues. 

•  13  applications  for  federal  and  state  funds  were  reviewed  to  insure  consistency  with  other 
plans  and  efficient  use  of  public  funds. 

•  SRPEDD  conducts  a  district-wide  traffic  counting  program  and  maintains  a  computer  file 
of  all  available  traffic  count  data  for  the  period  1980  to  the  present  throughout  the  region. 

•  SRPEDD  worked  with  both  GATRA  and  SRTA  on  issues  such  as  route  evaluations, 
marketing,  service  to  elderly  and  handicapped  persons  and  overall  data  compilation  and 
analysis. 

•  SRPEDD  continues  to  provide  computerized  accident  filing  for  13  towns,  of  which 
Middleborough  participates,  and  has  provided  pavement  management  assistance  to  6  towns. 
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•  Under  contract  to  Boston  Edison,  SRPEDD  organized  the  third  Earthlab  Conference  held 
at  Bridgewater  State  College  in  November. 

•  SRPEDD  organized  a  regional  economic  development  coordinating  effort  in  Bristol  & 
Plymouth  Counties  called  the  Massasoit  Compact. 

•  SRPEDD  participates  actively  with  the  Buzzards  Bay  Project  in  the  multi-agency  effort  to 
clean  up  and  preserve  Buzzards  Bay. 

•  SRPEDD  set  up  a  new  Data  Center  to  coordinate  information  gathering  and  dissemination 
to  the  public.  Its  first  task  was  to  update  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Fact  Book,  which 
contains  data  on  all  aspects  of  the  region. 


•  After  an  absence  of  several  years,  the  municipal  assistance  program  was  resumed  in  1992. 
The  principal  activities  are  a  reference  library  of  municipal  zoning  and  land  use  regulations, 
a  catalogue  of  state  grant  programs  and  a  municipal  advice  workshop  to  be  held  in  the  spring 
1993. 

•  SRPEDD  worked  with  the  Massachusetts  Office  of  Technical  Assistance  (OTA)  to 
establish  a  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Source  Reduction  Advisory  Committee.  This 
committee  is  made  up  of  representatives  from  fifteen  local  businesses  and  three  Chambers 
of  Commerce  and  will  address  industrial  use  and  production  of  hazardous  materials  in  the 
manufacturing  process. 

•  SRPEDD  is  undertaking  the  development  of  a  regional  multi-modal  transportation  plan 
which  is  mandated  by  the  federal  Intermodal  Surface  Transportation  Efficiency  Act  (IS- 
TEA). 

•  Under  development  is  a  regionwide  travel  demand  model  which  will  simulate  traffic 
conditions  into  the  21st  century. 

•  SRPEDD  obtained  in  1992  a  Geographic  Information  System  which  greatly  enhances  our 
ability  to  manipulate  data  and  produce  thematic  maps. 

•  Assawompset  Ponds  Advisory  Committee  -  SRPEDD  continued  to  work  with  the  Cities  of 
New  Bedford  and  Taunton  and  the  Towns  of  Freetown,  Lakeville,  Middleborough  and 
Rochester  to  define  existing  and  potential  sources  of  pollution  of  Long,  Assawompset, 
Pocksha,  Great  and  Little  Quitticas  Ponds.  The  goal  is  a  memorandum  of  understanding 
among  all  the  parties.

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TOWN  COUNSEL 


A  number  of  noteworthy  events  occurred  within  the  town  government  during  tlie  Fiscal 
Year  1992,  all  of  which  involved  the  Law  Department 

For  the  first  time  in  more  than  twenty  years,  arecall  election  was  held.  It  involved  three 
members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Since  there  is  no  state-wide  statute  allowing  such  a 
recall,  the  election  was  held  pursuant  to  Middleboro’s  charter,  which  was  first  enacted  a  a 
special  statute  in  the  1920’s.  TTiis  office  was  called  upon  to  give  advice  on  various  legal 
aspects  of  the  recall  process. 

Preceding  the  recall,  issues  were  raised  as  to  possible  open  meeting  law  violations  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  when  the  Board  was  considering  appointments  to  the  Conservation 
Commission.  The  office  of  the  District  Attorney  for  Plymouth  County  found  that  the  Board 
had  not  met  illegally  to  decide  on  the  appointments. 

One  Middleboro  case  reached  the  highest  court  in  Massachusetts:  The  Supreme 
Judicial  Court.  OnMay  20, 1992,  the  court  rejected  the  challenge  to  the  Town’s  mobile  home 
park  rent  control  statute.  The  decision  found  no  merit  in  the  park  owner’s  argument  that  the 
Town  was  required  to  adopt  a  by-law  to  give  effect  to  the  rent  control  statute,  and  to  the 
argument  that  the  legislature  illegally  enacted  the  rent  control  statute.  This  case  was  handled, 
from  beginning  to  end,  by  the  Law  Department  and  not  outside  counsel. 

For  11  years  there  has  been  an  outstanding  action  against  the  Town  of  Middleboro 
(Daikh  V.  Middleboro  and  others)  resulting  from  a  death  claim.  New  England  Telephone  paid 
the  damages  and  now  seeks  reimbursement  from  the  Town.  The  potential  liability  to  the 
Town  is  very  substantial.  There  has  been  a  court  decision  on  preliminary  matters  involving 
this  case,  but  the  final  court  hearing  has  not  yet  been  scheduled  by  the  court. 

I  am  pleased  to  have  completed  my  25th  year  as  Town  Counsel  during  Fiscal  Year 

1992.

In  addition  to  the  functions  of  the  Veterans’  Department,  the  Veteran’s  Agent  also 
assists  the  Health  Department  in  specific  duties  and  whenever  needed.

WATER  DEPARTMENT 

The  last  year  has  been  a  very  busy  one  for  the  Water  Department,  with  several 
new  programs  and  special  projects  being  started. 

Three  new  water  quality  assurance  programs  have  been  mandated  by  the 
Department  of  Environmental  Protection  as  follows:  Lead  and  Copper  monitoring, 
Microscopic  Particulate  analysis  and  Pesticide  monitoring. 

Lead  and  Copper  monitoring  at  customers’  homes  determines  the  extent  of 
leaching  from  home  piping  systems  resulting  from  the  corrosive  action  of  water  on 
plumbing  materials  containing  these  materials.  I  am  pleased  to  report  no  incidence 
of  lead  in  our  system. 

Microscopic  Particulate  analysis  is  done  to  determine  whether  or  not  any  of  our  | 
public  wells  are  subject  to  surface  water  contamination.  No  such  problem  exists  at 
any  of  our  wells.  '

Pesticide  monitoring  is  done  to  determine  if  any  of  our  public  wells  are  subject  to  ■ 

pesticide  contamination  and  is  in  progress  at  this  time.  |

Design  of  a  Corrosion  Control  system  to  be  implemented  at  all  of  our  public  wells 
has  been  completed,  and  construction  of  these  facilities  will  be  scheduled  this  | 

Spring.  This  treatment  system  will  enable  us  to  adjust  the  pH  balance  of  our  water  to  ^ 

reduce  corrosion  in  the  system.  t

The  Cross-Connection  program  was  initiated  this  year,  and  is  proceeding  well.  | 

This  involves  the  surveying  of  commercial/industrial  facilities  to  determine  if  any  ^ 

piping  connections  exist  between  facility  systems  and  the  public  water  system  that  i 

could  result  in  contamination  of  the  public  water  supply  by  backflow  or  back-  | 

siphonage  conditions.  Prevention  devices  to  insure  that  such  cross  connections  do  ^ 

not  occur  are  required  for  different  degrees  of  hazards,  and  require  DEP  mandated  | 

testing  by  the  Water  Department.  I 
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This  Spring,  we  will  be  starting  on  an  extensive  program  of  gate  valve  and 
hydrant  replacement  in  several  areas  of  Town,  to  modernize  the  system.  Old 
hydrants  are  being  replaced,  and  inoperative  control  gates  are  being  replaced  to 
enable  us  to  isolate  areas  of  the  system  more  efficiently,  making  faster  system  repairs 
possible.  Some  of  this  work  will  involve  temporary  inconvenience  to  our  customers 
in  some  areas,  and  we  ask  you  to  bear  with  us  as  we  make  much-needed 
improvements. 

We  are  also  initiating  a  system  of  quarterly  billing,  which  will  improve  the 
Town’s  cash  flow  and  will  enable  us  to  bill  the  customer  in  smaller  increments. 

All  of  these  new  programs  are  intended  to  improve  both  our  water  quality  and 
our  level  of  service  to  our  customers.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  serve  you. 

With  the  new  programs  being  started,  there  has  been  a  corresponding  increase  in 
responsibilities  and  additional  work  load.  This  has  involved  more  work  in  the 
treatment  and  distribution  systems  and  a  large  increase  in  the  volume  of  special 
reporting  and  paper  work  required.  I  would  therefore  like  to  extend  my 
appreciation  to  all  personnel  of  the  Pumping  Station,  Distribution  system  and 
Clerical  Staffs  for  a  job  well  done  all  around.  These  people  have  put  in  a  lot  of  extra 
work  this  year,  and  deserve  credit  for  it.

WATER  POLLUTION  CONTROL  FACILITY 


The  year  1992  marked  the  sixteenth  year  of  operation  of  the  Middleborough  Water 
Pollution  Control  Facility. 

During  1992  the  Facility  met  all  Federal  and  State  discharge  requirements. 

The  facility  produced  a  final  BOD  of  1 .8  mg/1,  and  a  final  TSS  of  2.7  mg/1 ,  these  values 
reflect  a  98.0%  removal  efficiency  rate. 

The  facilities  permit  requires  that  the  final  discharge  be  at  or  below  7.0  mg/1  for  BOD 
and  TSS. 

Every  five  years  the  EPA  reissues  the  permit  under  which  we  operate.  In  anticipation 
of  the  new  permit  requirements,  several  improvements  and  additions  have  been  incorporated 
into  the  treatment  process. 

The  new  permit  will  set  a  limit  for  chlorine  in  the  final  effluent.  Chlorine  is  used  to 
disinfect  the  wastewater  prior  to  discharge.  The  limit  will  be  so  low  that  either  alternate 
methods  of  disinfection  would  have  to  be  employed,  or  dechlorination  of  the  final  effluent 
be  achieved  by  the  addition  of  a  special  chemical. 

Dechlorination  of  the  final  effluent  has  been  successfully  demonstrated  with  a  system 
designed  and  constructed  entirely  in  house. 

The  system  has  been  interfaced  with  improvements  to  the  chlorination  system,  so  that 
both  the  chlorine  and  the  dechlorination  agent  are  dosed  into  the  wastewater  at  preset  levels 
automatically  varying  proportionately  to  the  flow. 

This  method  ensures  proper  disinfection  and  dechlorination  with  a  minimum  use  of 
chemicals  and  no  residual  chlorine. 

Other  additional  requirements  will  include  expanded  testing  of  residual  biosolids  and 
the  final  effluent. 

I  wish  to  commend  the  staff  of  the  facility  for  their  role  in  achieving  effluent 
compliance  and  the  continuing  improvements  to  the  facility. 

We  hope  that  the  residents  of  Middleborough  share  in  our  sense  of  accomplishment  of 
protecting  the  Nemasket  River,  one  of  Middleborough ’s  premier  natural  resources.

The  caseload  for  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  during  1992  was  slightly  higher  tiian 
that  of  the  prior  year.

7  denied  or  withdrawn;  and  1  still  pending. 

Tlie  most  noteworthy  aspect  of  this  past  year  has  been  the  general  absence  of  any  new 
large  commercial  construction  (an  affordable  housing  complex  being  the  exception).

The  other  petitions  before  the  board  could  be  characterized  as  either 
routine  or  of  interest  to  specific  residential  homeowners.

A  birth  certificate  issued  by  the  Town  or  City  Clerk’s  Office  in  which  the  child  was 
bom  and  bearing  the  seal  of  that  Town  or  City  is  required  for  entrance  to  Kindergarten. 

Immunizations: 

No  child  shall  be  allowed  to  enter  Kindergarten  without  a  physician’s  certificate 
showing  that  the  child  has  been  successfully  immunized  against  diptheria,  whooping  cough. 
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tetanus,  measles,  mumps,  rubella,  and  poliomyelitis,  unless  exempted  for  medical  or 
religious  reasons. 

No-School  Information: 

Schools  will  be  closed  only  when  transportation  by  bus  is  judged  unsafe  by  school 
officials  and  school  bus  contractor,  but  it  is  the  parents’  decision  whether  or  not  their  children 
should  remain  at  home. 

Announcements  for  “no  school”  will  be  broadcast  over  radio  stations  WBZ  (BOS¬ 
TON),  WCEG  (Middleborough  1530  AM),  WPLM  (Plymouth),  WPEP  (Taunton),  and 
WEEI  and  WHDH  (Boston)  when  we  can  get  lines  through.  Do  not  call  Police  or  Fire 
Departments  for  “no  school”  information. 

INTRODUCTION 

As  forecasted  in  the  Annual  Report  of  Fiscal  1991,  the  Middleborough  School 
Department  was  thrust  into  an  abyss  of  despair.  As  a  professional  institution  dedicated  to 
serve  the  youth  of  the  community,  school  personnel  confronted  the  awesome  task  of 
providing  educational  services  under  the  most  extreme  conditions.  The  mission  of  public 
education  would  have  to  take  its  place  in  the  same  line  as  other  town  departments  seeking  to 
maximize  their  share  of  the  existing  resources.  Elected  officials  were  forced  to  treat  all 
service  providers  as  equals  due  to  a  lack  of  consensus  on  setting  priorities. 

Unfortunately,  while  deteriorated  roads,  reduced  garbage  collections,  constraints  on 
police  and  fire  protection  placed  the  community  in  an  immediate  state  of  hardship  and  risk; 
the  impact  on  students  during  these  austere  times  could  have  ramifications  far  into  the  future. 
The  large  class  sizes  and  curtailed  programs  at  all  levels  of  the  school  systems  translated  into 
more  failures  and  an  increase  in  negative  behavior  among  students.  Survival  tactics  replaced 
diagnostic  planning  and  individualized  instruction.  The  educational  system  was  straining 
under  a  burden  of  too  little  help  and  too  great  a  task. 

Every  aspect  of  the  school  operations  was  affected  by  a  conscious  strategy  of 
retrenchment.  The  bleak  periods  of  past  school  recessions  paled  in  comparison  to  the  present 
situation.  Not  in  recent  memory,  could  anyone  recall  a  more  depressed  state  of  affairs  in  the 
school  department.  The  current  reduction  of  services  and  resources  exceeded  the  levels 
established  to  meet  Proposition  2  1/2  Mandates.In  some  instances,  the  physical  safety  and 
welfare  of  students  was  brought  into  question. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  annual  report,  January  1,  1992  would  become  the  low 
watermark  for  the  Middleborough  Public  Schools.  In  contrast,  January  1,  1989  would  now 
become  the  benchmark  for  which  we  could  set  our  sights.  In  the  interim,  our  students,  our 
teachers,  our  schools  would  languish  under  the  burdens  created  by  economic  times  which 
cannot  provide  the  wherewithal  to  meet  basic  needs.  We  all  look  to  the  day  when  the  present 
becomes  the  past,  when  the  gloom  turns  to  sunlight  and  when  people  once  again  realize  that 
education  is  the  foundation  of  a  life  of  quality  and  fulfillment.  An  individual’s  success  in  life 
can  only  be  enjoyed  in  a  land  of  opportunities  and  opportunities  can  only  exist  in  a  successful 
society.

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OPERATIONS 


The  Middleborough  Schools  continue  to  operate  four  major  facilities;  Dr.  Lincoln  D. 
Lynch  School,  Kindergarten  and  Early  Childhood;  Mayflower/Burkland,  Grades  One 
through  Six;  Memorial  Junior  High  School,  Grades  Seven  and  Eight  and  Middleborough 
High  School,  Grades  Nine  through  Twelve.  Of  these  facilities,  Mayflower/Burkland  serves 
as  the  most  populated  with  an  enrollment  of  about  1800  students.  The  number  of  school 
buildings  and  the  distribution  of  students  among  these  sites  were  a  direct  result  of  the 
consolidation  and  restructuring  of  1991. 

Further,  the  “House  Plan”  is  still  in  place  for  Grades  One  through  Three.  During  the 
first  half  of  ‘92’ ,  each  house  .  .  i.  e. ,  Northern  District,  Central  District  and  Southern  District 
remain  individual  principalships.  In  September  of  1992.  Mr.  Jeffrey  Stevens,  principal  of  the 
Central  District  House, was  made  a  Co-Principal  at  the  Burkland  School.  Responsibilities 
for  the  Kindergarten  through  Grade  Three  Program  were  then  shared  by  Mrs.  Jeannine 
Washburn  and  Ms.  Mary  Goode.  Mrs.  Washburn  assumed  the  duties  associated  with 
Northern  and  Central  Houses,  while  Ms.  Goode  incorporated  the  Kindergarten  at  the  Lynch 
facility  as  part  of  the  administration  of  the  Southern  District  House. 

This  administrative  realignment  had  three  main  objectives;  1)  to  restore  two  full  time 
administrators  at  Grades  Four  through  Six  (Mr.  Stevens  and  Mr.Robert  Desrosiers) ,  2)  to 
evaluate  the  possibility  of  reducing  administrative  staff  at  Grade  Kindergarten  through 
Three,  and  3 )  to  create  an  administrative  format  which  would  encourage  and  stimulate  a  team 
approach  to  the  supervision  of  Grades  Kindergarten  through  Six.  Although  this  restructuring 
increased  individual  administrative  duties,  the  four  principals  involved  made  a  commitment 
to  the  new  format  in  anticipation  of  a  more  permanent  arrangement  for  Fiscal  ‘93’.  This 
permanent  arrangement  to  be  developed  by  a  representative  committee  of  teachers  and 
administration. 

PERSONNEL 

As  outlined  in  the  1991  Annual  Report,  the  department’s  staff  had  been  reduced  by 
32%.  All  classifications  and  job  categories  had  to  endure  loss  of  personnel  in  order  to  balance 
budgets.  Among  all  employees  of  the  school  committee,  the  largest  number  of  layoffs  came 
at  the  expense  of  classroom  teachers,  in  all,  forty-four  teachers  were  forced  to  leave  the 
Middleborough  Schools. 

Given  the  fact  that  classroom  teachers  are  the  foundation  of  any  school  system  ,  the 
Middleborough  Schools  were  devastated  by  the  sheer  weight  and  disparity  of  the  layoffs 
within  the  professional  ranks.  However,  in  order  to  meet  the  budget  target  set  for  the  schools,!  t 
was  necessary  to  focus  on  accounts  which  could  significantly  reduce  costs.  The  teacher  salary 
account  is  by  far  the  greatest  expenditure  in  the  school  department  budget.  Therefore,  the 
layoff  of  teachers  was  driven  by  the  need  to  make  drastic  cuts  in  the  school  budget. 
Obviously,  this  action  translated  into  class  size  well  over  the  norm.  Again,  the  specific  ratio 
of  teachers  to  students  was  documented  in  the  1991  Annual  Report. 

Throughout  1992,  teachers  and  administrators  coped  with  the  constant  management 
problems  which  resulted  from  too  few  program  options,  too  many  students  per  square  foot 
of  space  and  impossible  organizational  responsibihties.  It  was  the  dedication  and  commit- 
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ment  of  the  staff  that  allow  education  to  continue  under  the  most  adverse  of  conditions .  While 
the  energy  level  of  the  professionals  remained  strong  in  spite  of  the  adversities,  only  time 
would  tell  how  long  Middleborough  could  sustain  a  viable  educational  program. 

Two  events  provided  some  temporary  relief.  In  February,  the  state  passed  an  emer¬ 
gency  aid  package  titled.  Emergency  Education  Assistance.  Later  in  August ,  the  emergency 
money  was  augmented  by  a  second  special  grant  known  as  the  Per  Pupil  Education  Grant. 
Both  enactments  produced  an  infusion  of  money  which  was  immediately  directed  toward 
instructional  services.  The  emergency  aid  amounted  to  $213,321  and  the  per  pupil  aid  added 
another  $333,400  to  these  one  time  relief  efforts.  Unfortunately,  since  both  acts  occurred  in 
different  fiscal  years  (1991-1992  Emergency  Assistance  Funds  and  1992-1993  Per  Pupil 
Aid),  the  personnel  benefits  of  the  Emergency  Assistance  Funds  had  to  be  curtailed  due  to 
a  lack  of  resources  in  the  1992-1993  School  Appropriation.  However,  careful  and  deliberate 
planning  did  allow  some  of  the  residuals  from  Emergency  Assistance  to  carry  over  to  the  .  > 
1992-1993  School  Year  and  was  further  bolstered  by  the  Per  Pupil  Aid.  ' 

The  specific  benefits  of  both  programs  are  summarized  here:

C.A.R.E.  i 

In  September  of  1992,  the  school  committee  approved  the  naming  of  an  administrative  I 
study  committee.  This  study  group  known  as  the  Committee  for  Administrative  Restructur-  ? 
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ing  and  Evaluation  (C.A.R.E.)  was  charged  with  an  investigation  of  the  administrative 
structure  of  Grades  Kindergarten  through  Six.  In  the  haste  to  consolidate  the  small  outlying 
schools  in  the  summer  of  1 99 1 ,  the  administrators  assigned  to  those  buildings  also  were  taken 
in  tact  to  the  Mayflower/Burkland  Complex.The  1991-1992  School  Year  was  the  first  full 
year  of  operation  for  the  new  consolidation.  B  ased  on  this  experience  and  with  an  eye  toward 
improvements,  the  concept  of  C.  A.  R.  E.was  conceived. 

C.  A.  R.  E.  was  composed  of  volunteers  from  the  ranks  of  the  teaching  staff.  The  two 
administrative  members  included  Michael  Gillen,  Vice-Chairman  of  the  School  Committee 
and  Dr.  Michael  Ippolito,  Superintendent  of  Schools.  Cheryl  Bagdasarian,  a  teacher  of  Grade 
Five  and  former  part-time  assistant  principal  at  Burkland  School,  was  selected  as  the 
chairperson  for  C.  A.  R.  E.  The  other  members  of  the  group  included  Cinderella  Berry, 
Teacher  of  Grade  One  at  the  Northern  District  House;  Marilyn  Beaulieu,  teacher  of  Grade 
Six  at  Burkland  School;  Christina  Beninghof  teacher  of  Grade  One  of  Southern  District 
House;  Deborah  Gibson,  Media  Specialist,  Grades  K-8;  Jeanne  Richards,  teacher  of  Grade 
One  at  Southern  District  House;  Janet  O’Connor,  teacher  of  Grade  Three  at  Central  District 
House;  Rosemary  Mastropietro,  Chapter  I  Reading  Teacher  at  Lynch  School;  Nancy  Legan, 
teacher  of  Grade  Six  at  Burkland  School  and  Joan  Tripp,  Kindergarten  teacher  at  Lynch 
School. 

Specifically,  C.  A.  R.  E.  is  charged  with  an  evaluation  of  the  current  administrative 
structure  for  Grades  Kindergarten  through  Six  and  formulating  a  recommendation  for 
restructuring.  The  report  of  C.  A.  R.  E  is  due  on  or  about  April  1,  1993. 

The  following  are  excerpts  taken  directly  from  the  Annual  Report  of  each  of  the 
respective  units  within  Middleborough  Public  Schools. 

MIDDLEBOROUGH  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Middleborough  High  School  continued  to  struggle  financially  during  1992.  Not  only 
did  M.H.S.  have  to  absorb  the  loss  of  more  than  30%  of  the  teaching  staff  in  the  last  two  years 
which  resulted  in  losing  a  number  of  programs,  but  the  funds  alloted  to  buy  teaching 
materials,  repair  equipment  and  purchase  needed  supplies  were  also  very  scarce.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  the  entire  staff  made  a  concerted  effort  to  adjust  to  this  very  difficult  financial 
situation  and,  overall,  did  a  commendable  job.  However,  if  this  situation  continues  to  exist, 
there  is  no  doubt  that  the  instructional  program  will  suffer  major  hardships. 

Everything,  however,  is  not  bleak.  In  September,  M.H.S.  welcomed  back  into  the 
faculty  Mrs  Dianne  Gisetto  (English)  and,  on  a  part-time  basis,  Mrs.  Peg  McKenna  (Social 
Studies).  M.H.S.  also  was  able  to  offer  the  second  level  of  Spanish  in  a  continuing  effort  to 
eventually  offer  a  four-year  sequence  of  that  language  to  go  along  with  our  French  and 
Russian  programs.  The  association  with  a  sister  school  in  Grenoble,  France  continues  to 
flourish  as  does  our  Rotary  International  Exchange  Program.  During  1 992,  eight  of  local  high 
school  students  enjoyed  study  of  various  durations  in  foreign  countries  and  Middleborough 
also  hosted  almost  a  dozen  exchange  students.  This  program  is  not  only  beneficial  for  the 
Middleborough  students  studying  abroad  but  also  placed  local  students  in  close  contact  with 
the  exchange  students  who  spent  time  at  M.H.S. 

Another  positive  step  this  year  was  to  have  report  cards  generated  each  term  through

our  in-house  computer.  Through  the  diligent  work  of  Mr.  Steve  Battis  and  Mrs.  Joyce 
Cleverly, assisted  by  the  staff  at  Information  Services,M.H.S.  now  has  the  capability  to 
produce  report  cards,  grade  analysis  data  and  attendance  data  in  addition  to  producing  | 
periodic  “progress”  reports.  [

The  Student  Council  had  another  banneryear.  The  work  of  FVesidents  Tina  Keane  (’92)  .  | 

and  Jill  Mclsaac  ( ’93)  has  been  outstanding.  The  Council  initiated  aproject  we  call  “The  W all  | 

Against  Drugs”.  Students  signed  a  contract  (co-signed  by  their  parents)  in  which  they 
committed  themselves  to  “living  their  lives  drug-free”  and  encouraged  their  friends  to  do  the 
same.Those  students  who  signed  the  contract  then  had  their  handprint  and  name  painted  on  i 
the  “Wall  Against  Drugs”  located  in  the  front  lobby.  Thus  far  more  then  fifty  (50)  M.H.S. 
students  have  made  the  commitment. 

In  spite  of  all  the  financial  hardships  endured  during  the  last  couple  of  years,  the  staff 
remains  dedicated  to  providing  every  one  of  the  students  with  the  best  education  possible.In 
addition  to  asking  teachers  to  have  more  students  in  their  classes,  this  September  teachers 
were  required  to  take  on  another  duty;  that  of  monitoring  and  being  the  academic  advisor  to 
a  group  (four  or  five  )  of  the  in  coming  freshmen.  This  freshmen  orientation/advisorship 
program  has  gone  extremely  well:  the  change  in  the  attitude  of  freshmen  and  their  grades 
showed  a  tremendous  improvement  from  a  year  ago.  This  is  just  further  proof  that  the  M.H.S. 
staff  is  willing  to  do  “whatever  it  takes”  to  provide  students  with  the  best  possible  educational 
environment. 

Middleborough  High  School  staff  has  also  been  involved  with  an  extensive  (eighteen- 
month)  self-study  of  every  aspect  of  the  school  in  anticipation  of  the  on  site  visit  from  the  New 
England  Association  of  Secondary  Schools  and  Colleges  scheduled  for  October  of  1993. 

Again  our  staff  has  gone  above  and  beyond  the  call  of  duty  and  I  would  like  to  thank  each  and 
every  one  of  them  for  their  diligence.  Particular  praise  should  be  extended  to  Mrs.  Sylvia 
Cross  who  has  masterfully  chaired  the  Steering  Committee  through  this  entire  self-study 
process. 

A  total  of  twenty-seven  (27)  students  were  inducted  into  the  M.H.S.  Anchrier  Chapter 
of  the  National  Honor  Society  during  this  year.  As  usual  these  outstanding  young  men  and 
women  exhibited  both  excellence  in  their  academic  pursuit  as  well  as  demonstrating 
excellent  leadership  qualities  and  character  traits.  The  young  people  from  National  Honor 
Society  have  always  been  among  the  most  respected  of  our  student  body.  Miss  Leah  Lortie, 

Class  Co -Valedictorian,  distinguished  herself  academically  and  brought  honor  to  M.H.S.  by 
achieving  the  status  of  a  National  Merit  Finalist;  a  rare  accomplishment  indeed. 

Another  noteworthy  aspect  of  the  school's  co-curricula  program  was  the  outstanding 
work  turned  in  by  the  artistic  students.  Shawn  Loan  became  the  first  Middleborough  student 
to  be  selected  for  the  annual  All-State  Art  Festival  held  in  Worcester  and  Beth  Crutchfield 
and  Casey  Pina  won  Blue  Ribbon  Awards  in  the  annual  Boston  Globe  Scholastic  Art  Com¬ 
petition.  ^

The  Class  of  1992  graduated  170  members  in  June  andjust  over  fifty-two  percent  (90) 
began  their  post-secondary  education  in  the  Fall  at  institutes  of  higher  learning  throughout  - 

the  United  States.  We  wish  them  well  and  know  that  each  of  these  fine  young  men  and  women  ''  I 

will  represent  Middleborough  well  in  the  future  at  their  respective  schools.  I 
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Each  of  these  students  attending  college  were  awarded  at  least  one  local  scholarship 
to  help  defray  the  cost  at  their  individual  school.  The  incredible  generosity  of  the  people 
involved  with  these  local  scholarships  maintained  the  grand  total  at  about  $200,000.  Thank 
you  from  all  of  us  at  Middleborough  High  School. 

MEMORIAL  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Memorial  Junior  High  School  has  been  a  team  teaching  middle  school  for  twelve  years 
and  in  spite  of  severe  cutbacks  in  staffing,  continues  the  effort  to  maintain  a  good  quality 
education  for  the  seventh  and  eighth  graders  of  Middleboro. 

In  June  of  1992,  Mrs.  Karen  Gannon  and  Mr.  Kevin  Thorley  were  chosen  to  participate 
in  a  marine  mammal  research  project  sponsored  by  the  National  Science  Foundation,  Bridge- 
water  State  College  and  the  International  Wildlife  Coalition.  Project  SWIMS  (Studying 
Whales  Integrating  Math  and  Science)  has  proven  to  be  extremely  rewarding  and  stimulating. 
It  will  result,  when  completed  ,  in  production  of  an  integrated  marine  mammal  curriculum 
for  math  and  science.  All  of  the  teachers  in  the  two  Grade  7  teams  agreed  in  September  that 
they  would  observe  the  International  Year  of  Water  by  an  interdisciplinary  year  on  oceans. 

The  curriculum  in  Social  Studies  has  been  revised  at  the  Grade  7  Level  through  the 
means  of  a  Technical  Assistance  Grant  formainstreaming  special  needs  students.  Under  the 
direction  of  an  expert  consultant  from  Boston  University,  this  project  in  Co-Teaching  was 
undertaken  by  the  two  Grade  7  teachers  and  the  Special  Needs  teacher.  It  resulted  in  the 
completion  of  four  units,  two  on  Culture  and  Map  Skills  and  one  each  on  Africa  and  Asia. 
A  unit  on  Latin  America  remains  to  be  completed.  Emphasis  was  put  on  learning  styles  and 
skills,providing  written  materials  and  charts  for  all  students. 

The  eighth  grade  curriculum  in  Social  Studies  needs  revision.The  administration  is 
currently  considering  ways  in  which  the  teachers  can  be  released  on  a  regular  basis  to  work 
together  on  developing  an  updated,  comprehensive  guide  which  will  satisfy  state  testing 
requirements  in  future  years.  The  junior  high  is  now  in  the  process  of  searching  for  a  multi¬ 
level  U.S. History  text.  The  text  presently  in  use  is  ten  to  twelve  years  old,  according  to  the 
report  of  our  Social  Studies  Department.  Also,  it  should  be  noted  that  Grade  7  Geography 
texts  are  being  updated,  but  not  all  students  have  the  new  book  because  of  unavailable  funds. 

Results  of  the  annual  Iowa  Test  of  Basic  Skills  given  last  February  were  well  above 
grade  level  averages  for  both  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  in  Mathematics  and  Reading 
skills.The  Administrative  Summary  shows  Grade  Seven  gained  a  total  Language  grade 
equivalent  of  8 .3  6  and  total  M athematics  of  8 .22.  In  Grade  Eight  the  total  Language  was  9. 1 2 
and  total  Mathematics  scored  was  9.22.These  scores  have  to  be  considered  when  evaluating 
the  total  performance  of  students. 

The  Parent  Volunteer  program,  under  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  Kathy  Bemis,  continues 
to  be  a  very  essential  support  system  in  these  times  of  reduced  staff.  About  ten  mothers  assist 
Mrs.  Karyl  Silvain  Home  Economics  classes  whichhave  enrollments  between28  and35.  An 
additional  five  parents  staff  the  the  Health  Room  daily,  to  provide  coverage  for  the  school 
nurse  who  is  shared  with  the  high  school.  Other  volunteers  are  assisting  with  clerical  work, 
to  supplement  the  loss  of  three  teacher  aides  and  a  secretary.  We  would  not  be  able  to  run  the 
school  without  these  parents.  Their  support  is  essential!  Over  thirty  individuals  serve  as 
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volunteers  at  Memorial  Junior  High  School. 

Among  the  many  goals  which  the  Principal  has  set,  one  is  the  establishment  of  a  Parent 
Teacher  Association  at  MJHS.  Two  organizational  meetings  have  already  been  held  and  an 
extensive  survey  was  made  of  all  parents,  resulting  in  some  priorities  for  future  programming. 
There  also  will  be  some  involvement  by  a  parent  representative  on  the  school  Governance 
Council  which  the  Superintendent  has  requested  to  be  organized  in  the  near  future. 

MAYFLOWER/BURKLAND  COMPLEX 

With  fewer  teachers  available  to  teach  students, class  size  went  up  dramatically,  as 
follows: 

Grade  1  :  32  Grade  2  :  34  Grade  3  :  34 
Grade  4  :  32  Grade  5:36  Grade  5  :  34 

This  increase  in  class  size  made  teaching  a  much  more  difficult  task.  Academically, 
the  year  was  earmarked  by  the  super  efforts  and  the  hard  work  of  teachers  to  provide  and 
maintain  the  high  educational  programs  and  standards  they  had  set  for  themselves  in  the  past. 

Science  and  math  education  in  the  schools  was  supported  by  a  federal  grant  program 
called  the  “Eisenhower”  grant.  A  number  of  workshops  were  presented  to  staff  and  a  number 
of  mini  grants  for  evaluating  and  selection  of  materials  were  made  available.  The  grant 
program  also  enable  a  member  of  teachers  to  attend  outside  math  conferences  and  the 
National  Science  Teachers  Convention  that  was  held  in  Boston.  The  Eisenhower  grant 
program  is  a  teacher  training  program  that  attempts  to  strengthen  these  two  vital  parts  of  our 
educational  efforts. 

E.P.I.C.  continues  to  be  an  important  part  of  our  elementary  program.  The  parent  group 
has  sponsored  cultural  programs  like’The  Indian  In  The  Cupboard”  that  was  enjoyed  by  all 
students  in  grades  one  through  six.  Mini  grants  and  teacher  appreciation  days  have  raised 
everyone’s  spirits  during  these  difficult  times.  The  E.P.I.C.  volunteer  efforts  took  a  great  leap 
forward  during  the  year,  providing  invaluable  support  in  the  Lynch  School  as  well  as  the 
Mayflower/Burkland  Complex.  Thousands  of  hours  of  dedicated  services  were  provided  to 
teachers  and  students.  The  school/parent  connection  was  strengthened  during  this  difficult 
year  through  the  combined  efforts  of  E.P.I.C.  and  school  personnel. 

On  January  12, 1992  at  the  Henry  B.  Burkland  Auditorium,  the  Mayflower  Addition, 
Henry  B.  Burkland  Rebuilt  and  the  Henry  B. Burkland  Addition  were  officially  dedicated. 
The  successful  completion  of  these  projects  was  due  to  the  dedicated  efforts  of  the  members 
of  the  Burkland-Mayflower  School  Building  Committee. 

At  the  H.B.  Burkland  School,  the  instructional  program  was  modified  by  the  staff  and 
continues  to  be  evaluated  in  order  that  necessary  adjustments  can  be  made  in  a  timely  manner. 
Class  size  had  a  major  impact  on  the  struggle  to  continue  to  provide  the  same  level  of 
instruction  and  services  to  our  students. 

The  staff  was  pleased  to  continue  the  D.A.R.E.  drug  awareness  program  under  the 
competent  direction  of  Office  Benjamin  Mackiewicz.  All  grade  six  students  received  special 
certificates  at  the  D.A.R.E.  “  graduation  held  on  January  15,  1992. 
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James  Farrah  and  Debra  Burke  of  the  Middleborough  Fire  Department  also  should  be 
commended  for  volunteering  their  own  time  and  expertise  in  the  development  and  implem¬ 
entation  of  the  Fire  Safety  and  Prevention  Program. 

Other  significant  activities  for  the  benefit  of  students:  The  Plymouth  Savings  Bank 
Information  Program,  Grade  Six  “Rome  Day”,  Plymouth  Philharmonic  String  Quartet 
Assembly,  Abraham  Kramer  34th  Spelling  Bee -sponsored  by  Mr.  &  Mrs.  AltonM.  Kramer. 

After  twenty -six  years  of  teaching  at  the  H.B.  Burkland  and  Mayflower  Schools,  Mrs. 
Rachael  M.  Dawson  retired.  She  will  be  missed  and  remembered  fondly  as  the  teacher  with 
a  classic  style  and  a  warm  heart. 

DR.  LINCOLN  D.  LYNCH  SCHOOL 

The  Kindergarten  and  pre-school  programs  underwent  major  changes  in  the  1991- 
1992  school  year.  With  school  consolidation,  the  decision  was  made  to  bring  all  programs 
for  children  in  Kindergarten  or  earlier  together  in  the  former  Union  Street  School.  The 
building  needed  extensive  renovation  to  be  ready  for  its  new  occupants.  The  exterior  brick 
was  removed,  down  to  the  tops  of  the  windows,  new  windows  inserted,  and  the  brick  work 
rebuilt.  A  new  entry  way  was  constructed  with  a  chair  lift  to  make  all  levels  of  the  building 
accessible  to  the  handicapped.  A  new  roof  and  extensive  remodeling  of  much  of  the  interior 
of  the  building  completed  the  project. 

The  staff  of  the  renovated  school  made  a  super  human  effort  to  organize  and  initiate 
their  program  while  working  around  workmen  and  distractions.  A  new  element  was  added 
with  a  day  care  program  for  kindergarten  students  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Rosemary 
Mastropietro.  This  allows  students  to  stay  at  school  all  day  while  attending  one  session  of 
Kindergarten.  On  most  days  between  ten  and  twenty  students  were  served  by  the  day  care 
program.  Chapter  One  services  were  also  added  to  the  Kindergarten  program  for  the  first 
time.  While  many  families  are  sad  to  see  the  closing  of  the  neighborhood  Kindergartens,  the 
new  services  and  programs  of  the  consolidated  kindergarten  were  very  successful.  The  Union 
Street  School  was  renamed  by  the  School  Committee  as  the  Dr.  Lincoln  D.  Lynch  School  and 
it  serves  as  a  fitting  example  of  the  dedicated  service  provided  by  Dr.  Lynch  over  his  years 
in  Middleboro. 


PUPIL  PERSONNEL  SERVICES 

Large  regular  classroom  sizes  and  reduction  in  remedial  and  support  staff  are  the  most 
detrimental  factors  affecting  special  needs  students  in  our  school  system.  Simultaneously 
human  resource  agency  reductions  and  insurance  benefit  reductions  outside  the  school 
system  have  adversely  affected  services  relied  upon  by  students  and  their  families  in  areas 
such  as  mental  health,  counseling  and  social  services.  As  a  result,  referrals  of  students  to 
special  needs  services  have  increased,  placing  added  demands  on  in-house  evaluations  as 
well  as  direct  service  programs. 

Despite  the  added  mandates  and  pressures  from  diminished  resources,  the  regular  and 
special  needs  staff  have  been  committed  to  new  programming  developments  and  implement¬ 
ing  well  researched  special  education  strategies.  Co-teaching,  integrated  vocational  services, 
building -based  support  teams,  whole  life  planning,  and  the  integration  of  special  needs 
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services  into  regular  classrooms  continue  to  move  forward.  Special  education  grants, 
teaching  involvement  in  intensive  training,  and  administrative  support  have  contributed 
significantly  to  the  success  of  these  activities.  Additionally,  increased  language-based 
services  in  special  needs  programs  and  language-bases  learning  centers  are  better  able  to  meet 
the  needs  of  a  diversified  special  needs  population.  Middleboro  has  been  selected  as  one  of 
five  training  sites  for  the  Massachusetts  Natural  Supports  Project.  As  such  we  have  been 
awarded  a  five-year  federal  grant  from  the  Training  and  Research  Institute  for  People  with 
Disabilities,  University  of  Massachusetts  and  Children’s  Hospital,  Boston.  All  of  these 
efforts,  coupled  with  a  significant  emphasis  on  “inclusive  programming”  through  the 
Professional  Development  Program,  are  providing  the  basis  for  significant  curriculum 
enhancement  in  behalf  of  not  only  special  needs  but  also  regular  education  students. 

MEDIA 

In  Media,  the  Media  Specialist  position  and  the  Library  Aide  at  the  Burkland  School 
have  not  been  restored.  Library  instruction  is  no  longer  being  taught  to  students  in  grades  4- 
6.  At  the  Junior  High,  the  Media  Specialist,  the  Library  Aide  and  the  Computer  Teacher 
positions  have  not  been  restored.  Students  at  grades  7-8  are  provided  less  instruction  and 
support  than  they  were  prior  to  1990.  At  the  High  School,  the  Library  Aide  position  has  not 
been  restored.  Students  in  grades  9-12  are  provided  decreased  library  instruction  and 
assistance  than  students  did  prior  to  1990.  A  positive  note  for  the  high  school  facility,  with 
the  use  of  grant  funds  we  are  in  the  process  of  converting  the  circulation  and  card  catalog 
functions  to  a  computerized  system. 

INFORMATION  SERVICES  DEPARTMENT 

The  office  of  Information  Services  continues  to  provide  data  on  finances,  attendance, 
studentmarks  (High  School),  State  Register,  lowaTests  (Grades  3-8),  payroll  and  the  School 
Department  Budget.  We  have  designed  reports  for  School  Committee,  administrators, 
teachers,  parents  and  state  agencies. 

In  addition  to  overseeing  the  $10,347,244  School  Department  Budget,  Information 
Services  Department  oversees  the  fmancial  responsibilities  for  the  SI  ,000,000  (plus)  in  State 
and  Federal  Grants  received  by  Middleborough  Public  Schools.  Two  grants  that  have  had  a 
particularly  beneficial  impact  on  our  system  were  the  Emergency  Education  Assistance 
Funds,  $213,321,  that  helped  restore  eight  teaching  positions  from  March  through  June  1992. 
The  second  was  the  Perpupil  Education  Grant,  $333,400  that  helped  restore  ten  positions  for 
the  1992-1993  school  year. 


CHAPTER  I  PROGRAM 

The  Chapter  I  Compensatory  Reading  and  Mathematics  Program  provided  supple¬ 
mentary  instruction  in  the  basic  skills  of  reading  and  math.  The  Chapter  I  services  were 
provided  at  the  Lincoln  D.  Lynch  School,  Mayflower/Burkland  Complex  and  the  Memorial 
Junior  High  School. 

In  January  1992  there  were  394  pupils  in  grades  K-8  scheduled  for  assistance  by  a 
Chapter  I  teacher  or  instructional  aide.  There  were  288  enrolled  in  grades  K-6  and  106 
enrolled  in  the  Junior  High  School.  There  were  25  children  in  the  kindergarten  scheduled  for 
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Chapterl  assistance  inreadiness  skills...  233  pupils  scheduled  for  reading  in  grades  1-8...  and 
136  students  scheduled  for  mathematics  in  grades  2-8. 

As  of  September  1992  there  were  412  pupils  in  grades  K-8  scheduled  for  Chapter  I 
supplementary  instruction.  There  were  326  enrolled  in  grades  K-6  and  86  enrolled  in  the 
Junior  High  School.  There  were  40  children  in  the  kindergarten  scheduled  for  Chapter  I 
assistance  in  readiness  skills...  234  pupils  scheduled  for  reading  in  grade  1-8...  and  138 
students  scheduled  for  mathematics  in  grades  2-8. 

In  September  1992,  the  Chapterl  program  implemented  a  Reading  Recovery  Program. 
This  is  an  early  intervention  program  for  young  readers  who  are  experiencing  difficulty  in 
their  first  year  of  reading  instruction.  Reading  Recovery  provides  a  one  to  one  instruction 
service  through  a  short  term,  pullout  model  to  those  students  who  have  the  greatest  need.
